THE BATTLE SANTIAGO BAY 


Three of America’s Best Warships Engaged 
Cervera's Fleet and Shore Batteries, 


Three of the Latter Silenced and the Spanish Flagship 
Considerably Damaged by the Raking Fire, 


COMMODORE SCHLEY’S BRAVE TARS WIN THE HONORS. 


ally at the Scene, 


The Commander Transfers His Fiag to the Massachusetts and Leads the 
Procession Around the Bay With the lowa and the New Orleans—The 
Enemy’s Artillerymen Show Good Marksmanship—Several Shells Burst 
Over “Fighting Bob’ Evans’s Ship and Others Explode Near the Ac- 

| companying Vessels—But They Didn’t Hit a “D—n Thing Except the 

Water”’—Fifty-fivé Minutes of Lively Work in the Bright Sunshine— 

The Spanish Loss Supposed to Be Heavy—The Admiral not Person- 


Dispatch.] A Sun cable from a dispatch 
boat off Santiago, May 31, says the first 
battle in which the American ships 
have met first-class Spanish war ships, 
backed by modern batteries manned by 
expert French and German gunners, 
has been fought, and the honors are all 
with the Americans. Three of the best 
ships in our navy, the Iowa, Massa- 
chuetts and New Orleans, were selected 
for a fight. For thirty-five minutes this 
afternoon they engaged the Cristobal 
Colon, the flagship of Admiral Cervera’s 
fine squadron, and the strong bat- 
teries at the narrow entrance of the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba. Three of 
the four batteries were silenced with 
about fifty shots, and the Spanish flag- 
ship was very badly damaged. None 
of the American vessels were hit. 

To use the characteristic words of 
“Fighting leo” Evans, commander of 
the Iowa, shouted by him from the 
bridge of that vessel to the correspon- 
dent, just at the close of the battle: 
“The Spaniards didn’t hit a damn 
thing but the water, and that was not 
a great difficulty.” 

At noon Commodore Schley left the 
Brooklyn, which was taking on coal 
from the collier Merrimac, and went 
aboard the Massachusetts. The Sun’s 
dispatch boat Simpson had just ar- 
rived from Kingston, Jamaica, with 
messages for the fleet, and after speak- 
ing the ships, had steamed to within 
four hundred yards of the entrance to 
the harbor, in order to get a close look 
at the Spanish fleet and secure accu- 
rate sketches of the fortifications at 
the entrance. 

While impudently drifting within gun 
range, the Simpson saw the commo- 
dore’s flag raised to the military mast 
of the Massachusetts, and heard the 
jingle of a bell calling for full speed 
on the big battleship. The Massa- 
chusetts headed straight for the Simp- 
son. The New Orleans, Iowa and the 
little Vixen, the converted yacht, fol- 
lowed in the order named, a cable’s 
length apart. The Brooklyn and Texas 
lay two miles to seaward unconcern- 
edly coaling. The Harvard. Marble- 
head, Castine and Eagle were even 
further away. 

At the mouth of the harbor the Cris- 
tobal Colon could be plainly distin- 
guished, lying with her port broadside 
toward the American ships, and flying 
an immense ensign. So close had the 
Simpson moved in that the corresnond- 
ent could see through glasses that the 
Spaniard had her awnings up fore and 
aft, and that her crew were moving 
lazily about her decks. On the east 
side of the harbor, at the Colon’s stern, 
rose the grim walls of Moro, with an- 
other large Spanish flag above it. Be- 
hind the flagship, high above water, 
was a formidable island battery directly 
in the center of the channel. Close to 
this could be distinguished two other 
armored cruisers, the Vizcaya and Al- 
mirante Oquendo, and close to them 
two smaller vessels, apparently the tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers Pluton and Furor. 

Inland the haze of smoke, pierced 
here and there by white spires, marked 
the city of Santiago. The whole scen2 
was bathed in brilliant sunshine. It 
had for a background a range of high 
palm-covered mountains, crowned with 
a tangled mass of snowwhite cumulus 
cloud. Commodore Schley had known 
positively that Admiral Cervera’s 
squadron was inside. Gallantly had the 
little Marblehead, daringly commanded 
by McCalla, poked her nose into the 
very mouths of the great guns of the 
Spanish batteries and made out clearly 
four big cruisers, two torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers and the old Reina Mercedes. 
Commodore Schley had carefully-pre- 
pared maps of the land fortifications, 
but did not know several additional 
masked batteries had been recently 
constructed close to the entrance of 
the harbor. It was to draw the fire of 
these batteries that the Marblehead 
was sent on-her mission. 

As the cruiser approached within 
range of Moro’s guns she was going at 
@ rate of speed that would have re-

quired far betger marksmanship than 
the Spaniards have yet displayed to 
have hit her. As the ship went by the 
entrance those aboard saw what they 
were looking for. If the Spanish squad- 
ron had at any time been as far up 
the bay as the city they had subse- 
quently dropped down close to the bat- 
ternies near the entrance, perhaps with 
the idea of waiting for a foggy or tem- 
pestuous night to put to sea and run 
the gauntlet of blockaders. Four Span- 
ish cruisers and two torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers and the old Reina Mercedes 
were lying behind the batteries be- 


‘tween Swith Cayo and Curruca Point. 


The Marblehead, as soon as she had 
located the Spaniards, stood out to sea 
and reported her discovery to Com- 
modore Schley. 


The Spanish squadron consisted of 


the Cristobol Colon, Admiral Cervera’s 


flagship, the Almirarite Oquendo, the 
Vizeaya and Maria Teresa, and the 
destroyers Furor and Pluton. Commo- 
dore Schley determined to draw the 
fire of the fortifications to discover 
the positions of the new masked bat- 
teries, which, it was understood, had 
been recently constructed near the en- 
trance. At noon he transferred his 
flag from the cruiser Brooklyn to the 
battleship Massachusetts. Two hours 
after Commodore Schley went aboard 
the Massachusetts, the latter, followed 
by the New Orleans and Iowa, in the 
order named, a cable length apart, 
across the entrance of the har- 
bo They stood well off shore, being 
about 4000 yards from Moro. 

As the Massachusetts passed the en- 
trance she opened fire on the Cristo- 
bal Colon, the Spanish flagship, which 
was lying moored across the entrance 
with her broadside to the Americans. 
The Massachusetts used her forward 
8-inch gun on the port side for the 
first shot, following with her 13-inch 
rifles. The concussion as the latter 
were discharged, caused the waters 
to vibrate and the ships to tremble. 
The Cristobal Colon and ‘four batter- 
ies, two on the east side of the en- 
trance, one on the west, one on Smith 
Cayo, which is in the center of the 
channel, about half a mile north of 
Moro, replied to the American fire. 
The batteries used 10 and 12-inch 
Krupp guns, while the American war- 
ships fired from the 13, 12, 8 and 6-inch 
guns. The fire on both sides was well- 
sustained. 

At first both sides showed bad judg- 
ment in getting the range, which was 
about four thousand yards, most of the 
shots going wild. The Americans 
passed twice before the batteries, go- 
ing at full speed. On the second round 
the Americans showed very decided 
improvement in marksmanship. They 
now had the range of the batteries 
and Moro, and nearly every shot landed 
in the spot intended. Ancient Moro, 
towering above the sea, was struck 
time and again, each shell as it ex- 
ploded, tearing great rents in the yel- 
low walls and sending skyward masses 
of masonry that fell back into the 
fort with loud crashes. Lower down, 
along the shore, where the other bat- 
teries were located the damage from 
the American fire seemed to be equally 
great. 

As the ships came back on the second 
passage before the entrance the Span- 
ish artillerymen showed surprising ac- 
curacy of aim. Several of their shells 
burst over the Iowa, and three fell 
dangerously near the New Orleans. 
One dropped and exploded just in front 
of the Massachusetts, but did no dam- 
age. The Americans concur that this 
was wonderful shooting for the enemy, 
whose marksmanship heretofore has 
excited nothing but derision aboard 
the United States warships. 

The fire from the Americans as they 
came back was not only better directed, 
but appeared to be much heavier. 


After the cannonading had lasted for 
thirty minutes, the firing from three of 
the Spanish batteries, two on the east 
side of the entrance, and one on Smith 
Cayo, was silenced, the fortifications 
having been practically demolished. 


Five minutes later the ships ceased fir- 
ing. For twenty minutes longer the 
Cristobal Colon and the battery on 
the western shore kept up a weak fire, 
but their shots were harmless. The 
battle lasted for fifty-five minutes. 
One of the shots from the lowa, which 
struck the Cristobal Colon, apparently 
set her on fire, as smoke was seen as- 
cending from her that did not come 
from her guns. If she was on fire, the 
flames were quickly extinguished, 

The Sun's dispatch boat went to all 
the ships that had taken part In the 
engagement, afd found that nobody 
had been hurt, and the ships had sus- 
tained no damage. Judging from the 
effect of the American fire on the for- 
tifications, the Spanish loss must have 
been heavy. 

Admiral Sampson's squadron, tnclud- 
ing the battleship Oregon, is expected 
to arrive off Santiago Thursday.

Another Account of the Engagement 
in Cuban Waters, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, June 1.—[EXclusive 
Dispatch.] Although the official stamp 
is still lacking in the sense of a direct 
report: from Sampson or Schley as to 
the engagement off Santiago, the news- 
papers continue printing stories of the 
affair with particulars showing it to 
have been warm and exciting. 

The Journal this morning has a long 
dispatch dated Kingston, Jamaica, 
which says the outer fortifications of. 
Santiago are in ruins, Moro Fort 
wrecked, and Cervera’s flagship bat- 
tered and charred, some of its plates 
broken, and its machinery injured. 

It also shows that imported French 
and German gunners manned the 
Krupp guns of the Spanish forts, but 
not a shell struck one of Schley’s ships. 
The fight was a sequel of the Marble- 
head's discovery of the Spanish fleet 
in the harbor of Santiago. As soon as 
it was found, Schley made up his mind 
to draw the fire of the batteries, his 
object being to make the enemy reveal 
the location of its new masked bat- 
teries, and compel, if possible, the fleet 
to come out and fight in the open. 

The Massachusetts, to which Schley 
had transferred his flag so as to be in 
the thick of the fight, opened first, but 
her firing at first was not good. In 
fact, the aim of both sides was defec. 
tive early in the engagement, both be- 
ing unable to get the range. Several 
shots burst over the Iowa, three fell 
dangerously near the New Orleans, and 
one sprayed the bow of the Massachu- 
setts. However, the Americans got the 
range soon on the forts, and began eat- 
ing away on them. Once the range was 
obtaiied, tew shuts were wasied. A 
half-hour’s firing silenced both the 
eastern batteries on the island. The 
western battery kept up the fight 
twenty minutes longer. It is not cer- 
tain that the Cristobal Colon was 
fired. 

The dispatch goes on to say that the 
reduction of the Santiago forts would 
be continued upon the arrival of Samp- 
son with the Oregon and his other ves- 
sels. It is related that after the firing 
ceased, Capt. Robert D. Evans re- 
marked that “The Spaniards did not hit 
a damned thing but the ocean, and 
would have missed that if it had not 
been so big.’ 

The World’s Washington _ special 
says that Schley’s orders were substan- 
tially these: “‘Not to try to take San- 
tiago, or reduce the fortifications; not 
to engage Cervera if he should try to 
escape until he was clear of assist- 
ance from the guns of the forts: not to 
let him escane, or let supplies or re- 
inforcements get in to him from the sea; 
not to let the Snaniards make any re- 
pairs or additions to the fortifications 
at the mouth of the harbor.” 


The dispatch adds: “Ever since the 
fiasco at San Juan, of which the last 
has not been heard, by the way, the 
administration has been most anxious 
that there shall be no more half-baked 
bombardments to be heralded 


deed, so anxious was the administratior 
that it gave Schley a fleet only strong 
enough to control Cervera, and nor 
strong enough to tempt him, no matter: 
how provoking the circumstances, into 
trying to imitate Dewey.” 

It pointed out that Schley saw the 
Spaniards were strengthening their 
fortifications, and determnied to stop 
the work, as his orders clearly per- 
mitted him to do. This was a very 
small task, and he went at it earnestly. 
The auxiliary cruiser Hatvard was in- 
jured, just how severely is not known. 
Schley silenced the batteries, and ac- 
complished exactly what he went there 
for. 

A dispatch from Havana says that 
Cervera was not personally at Santiago 
during the engagement. Had he been 
there the Spanish shins would have 
gone into the fight. 

The Sun’s special via Kingston says 
the Spanish fleet in Santiago consists 
of the Cristobal Colon, Admiral Oquen- 
do, zcaya, Maria Teresaand the de- 
stroyers Furor and Pluton. The Suns’s 
dispatch boat from Kingston with a 
message for the American fleet, 
steamed to within four hundred yards 
of the entrance of Santiago Harbor 
to get a close look at the Spanish 
fleet and secure accurate sketches of 
the fortifications. The Colon could be 
distinctly seen with her port broad- 
side toward the American ships. The 
latter fleet passed twice before the 
batteries during the fight. The Mas- 
sachusetts used only her 13 and 8- 
inch guns; the New Orleans her 6- 
inch and the Iowa her 12 and 8-inch. 
The New Orleans proved to be one of 
the hottest and most effective fighters 
in the navy, and Capt. Fowler and 
his crew, who arrived only yesterday, 
are being generally congratulated on 
the fine showing they made. 

The New Orleans alone used smoke- 


less powder. Every shot she 
fired could be plainly followed, 
and its effect marked. In the 


round-up of the three ships engaged, 
Capts. Higginson, Evans and Fowler 
reported no one hurt aboard their 
ships, and no damage was done save 
the smashing of chicken coops on the 
Massachusetts by the concussion of 
her 13-inch guns. The damage to the 
forts and to the Cristobal Colon can 
only be surmised. The Sun’s dispatch 
says a great battle may be expected 
Thursday. 


WHAT SPAIN SAYS. 


vr Cerbles tf We Cut

CAPE HAYTIEN, June 1, 1:15 p. m.— 
The Spanish government, according 
to advices received here from Havana, 
intends to cut the cables which connect 
that city with Key West if the other 
Cuban cables are cut by the Americans. 
The Havana papers, the advices say, 
published a dispatch from Madrid that 
the Americans intend to attack San- 
tiago by sea while the insurgents are 
making an attack by land, and also to 
land reinforcements at Guantanamo, 
east of Santiago. A dispatch from 
Santiago says: 

“The American squadron, which bom- 
barded Santiago yesterday, was com- 
posed of fourteen vessels, among which 
were recognized the Iowa, Brooklyn, 
Massachusetts, Texas and Amazonas 
(New Orleans) besides a gunboat and 
auxiliary cruiser, believed to be the 
Colum bia. The five vessels which 
were recognized opened fire on the .bat-. 
teries at Punto Gorda, El Moro and 
Zacopia, and also on the cruiser

There was dn estimate for es« 
tablishing electrical communication if 
connection with the army “in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines,” shows 
ing for the first time officially an ime 
plied intention on the part of the gove 
ernment to land troops in Porto Rico, 

Of course, all these movemets havg@ 
been anticipated by the press, buf 
nevertheless, a strong element of doubf 
exists, and therefore an official state« 
ment of the government's purposeg 
made even in this indirect fashion, crea 
ated a profound sensation here. The 
three are to go together to Cuba, Portg 
Rico and the Philippines and pass inta 
the military occupation of the Uni 
States troops. 

Inasmuch as the Secretary says “> 
the second contingent of troops is 
go forward as soon as they can b@ 
prepared, a good deal of interest is ats 
tached to an order that was made tos 
day at the War Department, a 
for the organization of 75,000 additio 
volunteers called for. The order of- 
ficially established the statements here 
tofore made in Tuesday’s dispatcheg 
that a large proportion of the new 
men are to be used to fill up the existe 
ing regiments of volunteers, which ig 
most cases are deficient in numbers, 
It is to be presumed from today’s Of 
der that the volunteer regiments cole 
lected under the first call will be dee 
tained until they are filled up in thig 
fashion, so that the order has som@ 
bearing upon the plan of campaign. 

Naval officials have been considers 
ably mystified throughout the day by 
reports of an engagement off Santiago, 
Corroborative evidence coming frong 
many quarters, including the official ane 
nouncements from Havana and Madrid, 
led the officials to concede late in the 
day that some engagement had takey 
place, afthough they did not regard if 
as a serious one. No buleltins were ise 
sued by the department during th¢@ 
day, and at the close of office hours it 
was stated that no dispatches from 
Commodore Schley had been received 
during the day.

The letter is from Chief Engineer 
Ludlow, who makes the significant 
statement that it is now proposed to 
forward to Cuba an army of invasion 
to be composed of 15,000 or 20,000 troops, 
to be followed as rapidly as practicable 
by 50,000 more. The Secretary's rec- 
emimendations were for appropriations 
@geregating $3,710,000. One recom- 
mendation is for $2,506,000 of deficiency 
in the appropriation for gun and mor- 
tar batteries, required immediately “fér 


use of the War Department, to remain | 


available until expended.” 

This amount is needed to provide em- 
placements a 
power and rgpid-fire guns to be pro- 
cured by the Ordnance Department 
With the funds already appropriated. 
A second one is for $195,000, “for the 
establishment and maintanence of spe- 
cial electric communication in connec- 
tion with the army in Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines.” 

‘This amount includes the purchase, 


equipment and repair of field electric } 


telegraph, signal equipments, éetc., in- 
cluding war balloons, telephone appar- 
atus, maintenance and repair of mili- 
tary telegraph lines and cables, in- 
cluding the salaries of civilian em- 
ployés, supplies, general repairs, etc. 

Then follows a significant recommen- 
dation for $350,000 for an expeditionary 
force to Cuba, “required by the War 
Department for immediate use.” 

The items are as follows:

The letter outlining the expeditionary 
project against Cuba is written by 
Gen. Ludlow, whose special engineer- 
ing services were availed of by Secre- 
tary Alger to outline what was needed. 
It is dated May 22, was forwarded by 
Secretary Alger, and says: 

“Referring to my letter of April 26, 
covering the project with estimates for 
the establishment in Cuba by an ex- 
peditionary force of from 3000 to 5000 
— I invite attention to the follow- 
“Provisional estimates for this pur- 
pose amounted to $150,340, which have 
been approved and made expendable 
under immediate direction of the 
major-general commanding the army 
in the Deficiency Act, approved May 4, 
1898. This did.not include several items 
that, while important, could tempora- 
rily be omitted on the supposition that 
no immediate movement would be 
made. Furthermore, the project for 
transfer to Cuba of an expeditionary 
force has been materially modified, so 
that instead of an assumed force of 
6000 for the establishment of a depot 
and base of supplies, it is now proposed 
to forward an army of invasion, to be 
composed of 15,000 or 20,000 troops, to 
be followed as rapidly as practicable 
by 50,000 more. It is therefore neces- 
sary to make provision for the greatly 
augmented scale on which the expedi- 
tion is to be equipped, and for its for- 
ward movement in the direction of 
Cuba.” 

Gen. Ludlow says that for obvious 
reasons the plans in detail cannot be 
given, but that in a general way they 
can be outlined. 

Special means of transportation will 
be necessary, and portable three-foot- 
gauge roads must be provided for on 
the established lines and along such 
additional connecting lines as may be 
feasible and expedient. For railways 
there should be no less than thirty 
miles of track and suitable equipment, 
which may be estimated at $5000 per 
mile for track and $2500 per mile for 
equipment. The total of this line, 
therefore, is $225,000. Three outfits of 
toad-making machinery, including rock- 
Quarrying and crushing apparatus, road 
roliers, ditchers and grades will cost 
at $8000 each, $25,000. In addition there 
Should be an additional] allowance of, 
Say $100,000, for electric lines, dynamite 
and torpedo appliances, etc., inchuding 
the employment of scouts, Spies, etc.

Manafacturers Refase to Contribute

LONDON, June 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Mail. advices from Barcelona to 
-the Daily Chronicle say: ‘Alongside 
the ironclad Numancia, orders to hurry 
the preparation on which have just 
been. received, lies the Covedanga, of 
the Compafiia Transatlantica line.

The guns will cover 
the harbor’s mouth with a range of 200 
yards. 

“All Barcelona is heartily sick of the 
war. The people regard it as merely a 
-eontinuation of the Cuban war, which 
has paralyzed business for three years. 

“Recently the gg0ver ent called 
upon the manufacturet Barcelona 
to voluntarily contribute $60,000 for the 
defense of the town. They replied that 
they had already paid most of the ex- 
penses of the government and of the 
defense of Spain, adding: ‘If the Yan- 
kee admiral comes here, we shall invite 
him to dinner.’ ” 


SCHLEY’S RECORD. 


May Chart Cervera’s Vessels and 
Fire at Long Ranec. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, June 1.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says that 
Washington is working itself up to the 
hope of official news from Schley to 
match the news from Dewey.

If he could obtain the moorings of 
the Spanish vessels, which it is as- 
sumed he has done, so definitely as to 
be able to chart them, no doubt is en- 
tertained of his ability to direct a de- 
structive fire upon the ships at a dis- 
tance of five or six miles. 

Having once got the range of Cer- 
vera’s Vessels, either at anchor or mov- 
ing up and down the bay, Schley may 
sink or disable them all. At the same 
time, he may keep his vessels con- 
stantly in motion, playing on the forti- 
fications and the Spanish fleet while the 
forts and the imprisoned fleet are 
wildly endeavoring to hit a lot of mov- 
ing vessels.

of their commanding officer. 


MET BY FURIOUS FIRE. 


Christobal Colon Looks Out of the 
Harbor, but Goes Speedily Back. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 


PORT AU PRINCE, June 1, 1:15 p.m. 
—[By Key West Cable.] According to 
the latest advices from Santiago de 
Cuba, when the Spanish cruiser Cristo- 
bal Colon emerged from the harbor 
yesterday to the entrance of the chan- 
nel, she was welcomed by such a furi- 
dus fire as soon as the American squad- 
ron sighted her, that she was com- 
pelled to return into the bay. 

The Spaniards pretend that two can- 
non balls landed on the stern of the 
Iowa, and must have caused damage. 
They say that the American squadron 
engaged in the bombardment was 
composed of thirteen ships, among 
which they believed they recognized 
the Brooklyn, Iowa, Massachusetts, 
Texas, Amazonas (New Orleans,) and 
the protected cruiser Columbia. 

The American sqpadron, which left 
Santiago waters at 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning, returned in front of the en- 
trance of the bay this morning and 
fired two cannon shots, which are be- 
lieved to have been a signal arranged 
with the Cuban troops massed 6000 
strong three miles from this city. 
Everybody expects grave events. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press at Mole St. Nicholas telegraphs 
that the United States torpedo boat 
Porter was in that port last night 
(May 31) at a late hour, but gave no 
account of a bombardment. 

CO-OPERATION NECESSARY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, June 2.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says: 

“Commodore Schley’s reconnoissance 
at Santiago Bay, so far as its result is 
known here to the authorities, confirms 
the impression of Gen. Miles and other 
military officers last week, that from 
the moment Cervera’s squadron entered 
Santiago, the coiiperation of land and 
naval forces would be necessary in 
the conduct of a successful campaign 
against him, unless he undertook to 
force his way out of the trap before 
he was surrounded and overwhelmed. 

“It is true that Commodore Schley’s 
exchange of shots with the shore bat- 
teries has demonstrated that they were 
weak affairs at best, but it is not ex- 
pected that he will undertake to send 
his ships up the narrow, tortucus chan. 
nel in single file, in order to destroy 
the Spanish cruisers when that result 
may be readily accompilshed with in- 
finitely less hazard. 

“Having satisfied himself of the im. 
potency of the land fortifications, it 
is considered probable that he will now 
block the channel by sinking one or 
more worthless hulks at the entrance. 
That he did not follow up the tremen- 
dous advantage he gained in the utter 
demoralization of the Apanish land 
forces is taken as an indication that he 
had this ebject ultimately in view, for 
the naval authorities had informed him 
that vessels to be used as obstructions 
were already on the way to him and 
should arrive in a day or two at the 
latest. 

“It is hardly thought that the Span- 
iards will venture On an aggressive 
movement, but will rather remain at 
anchor in the upper harbor, trusting to 
the scattering of Commodore Schley’s 
vessels by the terriffic hurricanes 
which are to be anticipated on the 
Cuban coast at this season of the 
year. The knowledge of this danger 
will probably hasten the placing of ob- 
structions to navigation in the chan- 
nel at Santiago in order that the egress 
of the Spaniards may be completely 
blockaded, should the American forces 
be forced to seek shelter at Mole St. 
Nicholas, which is the nearest harbor 
of any security. 

“The approach of the cyclone season 
and the necessity for speedily reliev- 
ing Commodore Schley of his vigil is 
of vast importance in the effect on 
the military invasion, as it will be im- 
possible to land troops at the most 
convenient coast point in stormy 
weather. Whether all the military 
force with which it is proposed to invest 
Santiago has left Tampa or not, army 
officials at Washington declare frankly 
they do not know, and with the rigid 
censorship now exercised at Southern 
ports, which effectively checks the 
dissemination of the desired informa- 


‘tion, it is impossible to speak with 


certainty. 

Secretary Alger has admitted to the 
members of Congress who control ap- 
propriations that an immediate inva- 
sion has been ordered, and that opera- 
tions in Porto Rico would promptly fol- 
low. The orders which were telegraphed 


‘to Gen. Shafter last Sunday have been 


divulged by the President to no one 
except Secretaries Alger and Long 43.*. 
Gens. Miles and Corbin, and it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that these officials 
would abuse the confidence reposed in 
them. It is not necessary that govern. 
ment officials should be informed of 
such affairs, as they are charged with 
sending supplies to Tampa, when their 
jurisdiction is brought to an end. 

“It is known that the nioneer forces, 
including the siegve-gun trains, the en- 
gineer detachment and a good-sized 
force of cavalary and artillery could 
have passed by Key West by this time 
without any one ashore having been 
the wiser.

PORT AU PRINCE (Hayti,) June 1, 
8.50 a.m.—The following additional de- 
tails have been received here from a 
Spanish source at Havana of the en- 
gagement reported off Santiago de 
Cuba yesterday: 

The Spanish batteries first answered 
the fire of the American squadron in @ 
lively manner. After twenty minutes 
of firing, directed in a superior man- 
ner upon the part of the American 
fleet, the Spanish battery began to 
weaken, and the American ships con- 
centrated a violent fusillade upon El 
Moro, destroying it completely. The 
forts at Zecapa and Punta Gorda fired 
the last shots. The Spanish loss must 
have been considerable. Details are 
lacking as to the America loss. The 
Spaniards pretend to have struck the 
American vessels several times, but 
this information is accepted under re- 
serve here. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
American squadron ceased firing. At 
that hour there was no Spanish vessel 
in sight. No news has been received 
here of the dispatch boats. 


ACCOUNT FROM HAVANA. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

HAVANA, June 1.—The following 
Spanish account of the reported en- 
gagement off Santiago de Cuba has 
been issued here: 

“The American fleet, consisting of the 
Iowa, Massachusetts, Brooklyn, Texas, 
New Orleans, Marblehead, Minnesota 
and another cruiser, in addition to six 
small vessels, took up a position on 
May 31 on the western side of the 
mouth of Santiago de Cuba Channel, 
opening fire from the first five vessels. 
The Spanish cruiser Cristobal Colon 
was anchored toward Punta Gorda, and 
could be seen from the open sea. 

“The fire of the American fleet was 


‘answered by Moro, Zecapa and Punta

Cristobal Colon. The American fleet 
fired seventy shots, ‘with projectiles 
of 32,’ without causing the least dam- 
age. The bombardment lasted ninety 
minutes, and the American fleet retired 
with a transatlantic steamer (auxiliary 
cruiser) damaged. Two shells were seen 
to explode on the Iowa’s stern, and 
there was fire on board another battle- 
ship. Several projectiles fell inside the 
harbor, near the Spanish warships. 
There is great enthusiasm at Santiago 
de Cuba and here.”

ALFONSO XII TAKEN. 


The Big Spanish Troop Ship Cap- 
tured by Capt. Sigsbee. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

KEY WEST, June 1.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] It is reported here that Com- 
modore Watson, in charge of the 
blockading squadron off Havana, has 
received word that the big Spanish 
troopship Alfonso XII has been cap- 
tured off the eastern coast of Cuba by 
the auxiliary cruiser St. Paul, formerly 
the American liner. The story told 
here is that the troopship tried its ut- 
most to get away, but the speed of the 
St. Paul was too great, and the Alfonso 
XII was compelled to surrender. 

The news of the capture was brought 
here by a dispatch boat from Watson’s 
fleet. The details are meager, for the 
report was received from the East 
only a few moments before the dispatch 
boat left the fleet for Key West. It 
was believed in the blockading fleet 
that the Alfonso XII had but recently 
left Cienfuegos, and was bound for 
Porto Rico. 

Another story was that she was en- 
deavoring to steal into port. It is re- 
ported that the Spanish ship also had 
transatlantic mails aboard for Blanco 
and Cervera. 

SPANISH RUSE DEFEATED. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

KEY WEST, June 1.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A small merchant steamer fly- 
ing the German flag attempted at day- 
break yesterday to run the blockade of 
Havana. She got beyond Moro Point 
under full steam when two American 
vessels hove in sight and brought the 
stranger to. The blockade-runner was 
put back and took shelter under Santa 
Clara and Moro guns. Officers suspect 
the vessel was really Spanish, and was 
sent out to lure our big ships shore- 
ward to give the Spanish land batteries 
a chance at them. 

Upon two occasions yesterday morn- 
ing and the day previous, a small 
Spanish gunboat has been seen off Ha- 
vana, cruising to and fro under the 
protection of the local land batteries.

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DOUBTING, YET BELIEVING. 


The Navy Officials Cannot Absolutely 
Deny an Engagement. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—The Navy 
Department had not heard from Com- 
modore Schley up to noon today con- 
cerning his reported engagement at 
Santiago yesterday, and the officials 
continued to treat with skepticism the 
accounts coming from Hayti as to the 
extent of the action. At the same time, 
the advices are anxiously waited, for 
while the Haytein advices contain a 
number of statements discredited by 
the authorities here, yet there are so 
many advices from different points 
indicating that some sort of action has

Secretary Long remained at home 
during the morning, as he is slightly 
inconvenienced by a strained muscle. 
Had any important dispatches arrived 
they would have been speedily sent to 
him, but nothing beyond the regular 
morning mail was laid before him up 
to noon. The press reports saying the 
torpedo boat Porter put into Mole 8t. 
Nicolas early this morning led to the 
belief that official dispatches are on 
the way here. It was said, however, 
that the delays incident to cipher ca-

The officials said that some of the 
statements in the account of the inva- 
sion were inaccurate. They would not 
say what the inaccuracies were, but it 
is probable that some of the ships 
said to have taken part in the action 
could not have been at Santiago. The 
department is accurately advised as tu 
the movements of the shins, and while 
this information has not been published, 
the officials are always able to tell 
where the fleets or individual ships 
are at any time. 

Still, about the only real basis the 
department has for questioning the 
general accuracy of the report that 
there has been a serious engagement 
is the fact that it was yesterday in cor- 
respondence with Svhley by cable. Tt 
is belicved the commodore acknowl- 
edged receipt of suggestions from the de- 
partment and the war board that he 
refrain from an unsupported attack 
upon the fortifications and upon 
the Spanish fleet, if to do s0 
would involve risk of ships and life 
that would scarcely be necessary. The 
fact, however, that the American ccm- 
modore undertook to. refrain from an 
attack voluntarily is not convincing 
proof that he did not shell the forts 
and the Spanish ‘fleet, if, as entirely 
possible and even probable, the latter 
attempted to escape from the harbor. 

There is also reason for accepting the 
statement that heavy Aghting of some 
character has taken wlace at Santiago,. 
from the fact that the advices to that 
effect came from Spanish sources from 
Santiago through the cable to Haytt. 
It is inconceivable to the officials that 
the Spanish authorities would permit 
dispatches of that character, which re- 
flected no credit on the Spanish, to 
leave Santiago unless there was some 
real basis of fact, and intentionally 
minimize a very serious disasie: to 
the Spanish. 

A FRENCH VERSION.

CAPE HAYTIEN (Hayti,) June 1.— 
The daily bulletin issued by the French 
Company here today apparently con- 
firms the news of Spanish origin to the 
effect that a battle has been fought be- 
fore Santiago de Cuba.

PREPARATIONS FOR SECOND MA- 
NILA EXPEDITION RUSHED.

Maj.-Gen. E. 8S. Otis Issues an Order 
to the Philippine Isiands Expe- 
ditionary Forces Taking 
Command. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TAMPA BAY HOTEL, (Tampa, F1a.,) 
June 1.—[{Exclusive Dispatch.] Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, accompanied by his 
family and entire staff, is here. They 
came to Tampa direct from Washing- 
ton, and arrived about 7:30 o’clock this 
morning. Tomorrow, the weather being 
at all favorable, Gen. Miles will inspect 
the army now encamped in and about 
Tampa. 

The army had a foreiaste today of 
what is to be expected if they get to 
Cuba during the rainy season. Shortly 
before noon it sprinkled a little. North- 
erners said it was not going to rain, 
but the native “Crackers” looked wise 
and hunted shelter. In about ten min- 
utes the wisdom of.their prophesy that 
it might rain “right emart’”’ was made 
manifest. It came down in sheets. Um- 
brellas, rubber clothing, mackintoshes 
and other alleged waterproof garments, 


- were simply an annoyance. 


The great cavalry camps at Port 
Tampa City are on lowland, and were 
aflood in less than half an hour—a pic- 
ture of saturated misery, with the col- 
ors, blue, yellow and black, well run 
together. The entire artillery division 
is camped next to them. The tidewater 
comes up to a point less than a hun- 
dred yards from headquarters, and 
the wind was from the bay. The experi- 
ences of everyone when the rain 
ceased temporarily about 4 o’clock, was 
that they had been immersed rather 
than rained upon. 

TRACES OF STRAIN, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

TAMPA, June 1.—Gen. Miles was 
tired out from his long, dusty journey, 
and retired to his room shortly after 
his arrival. He is apparently beginning 
to feel the strain he has been under for 
the past few months. There is no less 
elasticity in his step, and his sturdy 
figure is as upright as ever, but lines 
of his face have perceptibly deepened, 
and his hair is whiter. 

Lieut. J. D. Miley of Gen. Shafter’s 
staff, has returned from an inspection 
of various points along the east coast 
of Florida. A firing drill of the whole 
brigade of light artillery, ten batteries 
of four gyms each, was held along 
the beach at Port Tampa today. All 
the artillery maneuvers were gone 
through with, and the sight was an im- 
pressive one. For over an hour the 
artillery dashed up and down the long 
beach through the shallow water, and 
over the hummocks of Pfenic Island, 
wheeling the guns into line at a com- 
mand, ana firing. The noise of the fir- 
ing at times was deafening. 


AT CAMP MERRITT, 


Maj.-Gen,. E. S$. Otis Issues an Order 
Taking Command. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—Orders 
have been received from Washington 
to rush the work of preparing the sec- 
ond fleet of transports for dispatch to 
Manila. The werk on the steamers 
Zealandia, Colon and China is pro- 
gressing more rapidly under specific 
orders issued by Gen. Merritt, but un- 
less larger forces of men are put to 
work on the vessels, they cannot pos- 
sibly be ready before the middle of 
next week. A great deal depends upon 
the government whether or not the 
vessels get away even by that time. 
The stores for the expedition will have 
to be brought from the Mare Island 
navy yard, and there will have to be 
some very active work to get the sup- 
plies aboard the vessels by the middle 
of the coming week. 

The steamers Centennial and Ohio 
will not arrive from Puget Sound for 
some days yet, and they will have to 
undergo repairs before the carpenters 
can commerce the work of arranging 
the bunks for the troops. It is doubt- 
ful if these vessels can sail with the 
other vessels of the fleet. : 

The army officers are inspecting sev- 
eral other vessels which may be util- 
ized for transports. The steamer Cleve- 
land was inspected today, and the ship 
Roanoke was also examined. The Roa- 
noke is a four-masted vessel of enor- 
mous carrying capacity, and it is un- 
derstood that should she be chartered, 
she will be used as a hospital ship. It 
will take her about sixty-five days to 
sail down to the Philippines. The. 
Roanoke can be turned over to the 
government in a few days, if*neces- 
Sary. 

There are several case of mealses 
among the Dakota volunteers, who ar- 
rived yesterday, and the Dakota camp 
has been temporarily located at a dis- 
tance from the main body. The health 
of the North Dakotans does not alarm 
the officers, but the isolation was made 
as a precautionary measure. 

Maj.-Gen. Otis this afternoon issued 
the following order, which thoroughly 
established the divisions and brigades 
at Camp Merritt:

No troops arrived here today, but to- 
morrow 1000 men from South Dakota 
will reach this city and take up their 
residence at Camp Merritt. 

The sum collected by the Red Cross 
Society up to noon today amounted to 
$33,696. The society is working night 
and day to prepare abdominal ban- 
dages for the expeditionary forces to 
be sent to Cuba, but the ladies of the 
society find it impossible to. fill the de- 
mand at such short notice, and have 
been compelled to call upon their east- 
ern sisters for aid in this regard. The 
bandages are absolutely necessary for 
the preservation of the health of the 
men sent to Manila, and commanders 
of all brigades will insist that the men 
under their command wear them. 

Lieut. Garceloh, adjutant of the Min- 
nesota regiment at Camp Merritt, was 
severely injured today while trying to 
ride a fractious horse, which fell on 
The lieutenant will be in the 
hospital for a few days. 


BANDAGES AND MEDALS. 


State Red Cross Society Trying to 
Care for Troops. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—The 
women of the Red Cross Society of Cali- 
fornia are tireless in their work, yet 
it is announced that they may be 
obliged to call on their sisters in the 
East for aid in making bandages for 
the soldiers. Gen. Merritt says that 
every soldier sailing for Manila must 
have three bandages. ‘Thousands have 
been made, and 10,000 more will be 
ready by the end of the week, yet more 
will be required. — 

The State Red Cross Society has fur- 
nished all the California boys with 
identification medals, but the society 
does not feel able to provide them for 
all the troops sailing from this port. 
When the Red Cross societies of Kan- 
sas, Wyoming and Utah were so in- 
formed, they responded at once, prom- 
oe to furnish bandages without de- 
ay. 

LITTLE SERIOUS ILLNESS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—Notwith- 
standing numerous cases of stomach 
trouble caused by undue indulgence in 
dainties, the health of the troops en- 
camped there is daily reported as ex- 
cellent. Only a few cases at the hos- 
pitals are serious. 

COLORS FOR THE SEVENTH.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—The Sev- 
enth California Regiment of United 
States Volunteers will be presented 
with a stand of colors by the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce on Friday 
afternoon.

Dr. Ira B. Ladd 
was today sworn in as assistant sur- 
geon of the Seventh Regiment. 


ADVICES FROM HAWAITE. 


A Tahitian Schooner Has a Long 
Voyage—Awaiting Troops. 
[ASSOCIA'TED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—The 
Steamer Moana, which arrived from 
Sydney, Australia, via Honolulu, 


brought the following advices to the 
Associated Press from Honolulu, under 
date of May 25: 

“The Tahitian schooner Tetautua 
drifted into Hookena, Hawaii, on the 
20th, eighty-two days from her home 
in the South Seas, forty-two of which 
she was without water, save what 
could be caught from the sky when the 
rain fell. 

“John Riig, the son of the owner of 
the vessel, reached this city yesterday, 
and brought with him the remarkable 
story of the schooner’s long voyage. She 
left Tahiti for Penryn Island. When 
about half way over, a storm struck the 
vessel, and in beating about her com- 
pass was lost and the steering gear 
injured. After that she drifted aim- 
lessly. When about forty days out the 
last of the water was exhausted. The 
crew was made up entirely of natives. 
Hawaii was the first land sighted. The 
schooner received a compass at Hoo- 
kena, and is now on her way to Hono- 
lulu. She is under the British flag. 

“This city is in holiday attire, await- 
ing the arrival of the United States 
troops, who are expected on the steam- 
ers City of Peking and the Australia 
and the City of Sydney. Everything is 
in readiness to entertain the soldiers, 
if they come this way.” 


FIRE ON THE MOANA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—The pas- 
sengers on the steamer Moana, which 
arrived this morning from Australia 
and Hawaii, had an exciting experience 
yesterday afternoon. About 4 o'clock 
smoke commenced to issue from one 
of the hatches, and the fire alarm was 
sounded. The hatch was removed, and 
it was discovered that a fire had started 
among a lot.of kapok, shipped from 
Samoa. The fire was extinguished after 
three hours’ fighting. The Moana did 
not pass any of the first fleet of trans- 
ports bound for Manila, and late war 
news passed to the Moana by the 
steamer Doric three days ago, was re- 
ceived with delight by the passengers. 


AT CHICKAMAUGA, 


John Jacob Astor a Prisoner of War. 
Brig.-Gen. Fred Grant.

CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK 
(Ga.,) June 1.—Gen. Fred D. Grant to- 
day took the oath as brieadier-general. 
The oath was administered by Judge 
George A. Harris of Rome, Ga., an ex- 
Confederate, and the ceremony was 
pica by a large concourse of peo- 
ple. 

The most notable feature of the day 
at the park was the sham battle be- 
tween the Second and Third divisions 
of the First Corps. Nine regiments 
composed the attacking and defending 
armies, 16,000 men mM all, and the man- 
euvering became intensely excitin:. 
When columns met in the fierce en- 
counter, it was with great difficulty 
that the enthusiastic young soldiers 
were prevented by their officers from 
doing violence. | 

The movements were reviewed by 
Inspector General Breckinridge and 
staff, who expressed the greatest ad- 
miration for the activity and precision 
with which the orders of the com- 
manding officers were carried out. 
During the engagement Lieut. Col. 
John Jacob Astor, who was greatly 
interested in the battle. became de- 
tached from the general's staff, was 
surrounded by the enemy and was be- 
ing carried off as a prisoner of war, 
when an officer interfered, and ordered 
his release. 

Col. Grigsby was today appointed to 
the command of the First brigade of 
cavalry of the volunteer army, being 
the ranking colonel in the biisgae. 

Twenty-five Hotchkiss guns were re- 
ceived at the ordnance department, and 
will be distributed among the artillery 
batteries tomorrow. 

There are probably 200 soldiers of 
the various regiments who are sick 
at division hospitals, in view of which 
the Chattanoga branch of the National 
Relief Committee has authorized the 
statemént that—it is now ready 
to receive contributions that may be, 
sent from the various States for the re- 
lief and sustenance of the sick. |

WAR DEPARTMENT ORDER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—An order 
was issued by the War Department to- 
day which provides that the organiza- 
tion accepted and mustered into the 
United States service under the Presi- 
dent’s first call for troops will be ex- 
panded from 75,000 men asked for under 
the second call, so that each regiment 
Shall consist of twelve companies 
(troops, batteries,) and each battalion 
(squadron of four companies,) and of 
the maximum enlisted strength pro- 
vided by the volunteer army act. 

Regimental and independent battal- 
ion commanders are to select a re- 
cruiting party to obtain recruits in the 
locality where the organization was 
raised. Additional companies, neces- 
sary for the completion of regiments 
and battalions, are to be mustered by 
the same rules that obtained under the 
President's first proclamation. 

RECRUITING COMPLICATIONS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin is engaged in making up the 
apportionment of troops which each 
State is expected to furnish under 
President McKinley's second call. Be- 
cause of an excess over their quota 
under the last call, some of the States 
will not be asked for any additional 
men at this time. So far as is possible, 
the existing regiments will be recruited 
to their maximum strength. 

Some of the State Governors In their 
communications to the War Depart- 
ment have manifested a decided opposi- 
tion to filling up the existing regiments, 
preferring to recruit entirely new or- 
ganizations, and in some cases it is be- 
lieved likely the department may yield, 
although no one will make any official 
statement to that effect. 

There is a disposition on the part of 
the War Department to avoid any un- 
seemly wrangle over the matter, but 
instead to yield a point for the sake of 
appearances. Ample authority, it is 
said, exists under the Volunteer Act 
for the War Department to proceed on 
its own responsibility with the work 
of recruiting without any call on the 

overnors to assist in the work. 

APPORTIONMBENTS WITHHELD. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Adjt.-Gen, 
Corbin today completed arrangements 
for the recruiting of 75,000 additional 
troops under the second call for volun. 
teers. It has been decided, however, 
to withhold the apportionment of the 
different States and Territoriés from 
publication for the present, for the 
reason that such publication at this 
time would tend to embarrass and de- 
lay the officials of the department in 
the organization of the new regiments. 
According to the plans already formu- 
lated 52,000 troops will be required to 
recruit the regiments of the existing 
organizations up to their maximum 
strength, leaving only 23,000 troops tu 
be mustered in for the organization of 
entirely new regiments, 

Several of the States and Territories 
have already furnished troops under 
the first call in excess of their quotas 
under both calls, and Adjt.-Gen. Cor- 
bin is authority for the statement that 
none of them will, at this time, be 
called upon to furnish any additional 
troops. The District of Columbia and 


_ the following named States are in- 


cluded in this list: Delaware, Ver- 
mont, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Montana, Idaho and Wyoming.

RUSSIA’S ACQUISITIVE EYE. 


It is Fixed With Warm Regard on 
the Philippines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
PARIS, June 1.—(By Atlantic Cable.] 
The Figaro publishes the following 
dispatch from its St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent: ‘““Public attention in 
Russia is chiefly devoted to the inci- 
dents of the Spanish-American war. 
Sympathy leans rather toward Spain 
than to America, so there was naturally 
much sorrow over the naval disaster at 
Cavite, and now there is rejoicing at 
the small successes of the army in 

Cuba. 

“Russia is also discussing the future 
of the Philippines, which, it is ¢eared, 
will fall entirely into the power of the 
United States or be shared between 
America and England. Regarding this 
the Russian press thinks that a divi- 
sion of the islands would cause great 
prejudice to the interests of Russia, 
which could not tolerate such a step 
unless she was given her share in the 
archipelago. If such a division takes 
place, the maintenance of peace will 
be seriously threatened for it would 
be difficult to conciliate the interests 
of the several great powers sharing in 
the division. 

“Mr. Chamberlain’s speech produced 
a very bad impression in Russia in 
political circles, as well as in the press 
and among the people of St. Petersburg. 
Happily, the speech was soon smoothed 
down by the attitude of Lord Salisbury 
and that of the large majority of the 
English papers, whose language proved 
that the chief of the colonial office, as 
usual, was.presenting his personal 
policy, which is only supported in 
England by a limited number of parti- 
sans. The United States has no more 
interest in seeking a conflict with 
Russia than Russia in seeking one 
with her. There is no antagonism of 
any sort between the two powers. 
Therefore one cannot see anything in 
them to cause alarm. All one can see 
in them is an attempt made by this 
turbulent and ambitious personage to 
give more prominence to his person- 
ality, which he doubtless finds too 
much effaced by the imposing figure of 
Lord Salisbury.”’ 


NEBRASKA'S ADDITIONAL REGI- 
MENT. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Secretary 
Alger has telegraphed the Governor of 
Nebraska that he will have the oppor- 
tunity to furnish an additional regi- 
ment of infantry. This will permit the 
Governor to appoint William J. Bryan 
as colonel. 


TO HUNT SPANISH SPIES. 


Allan Pinkerton’s Som Retained by 
the Government. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

CHICAGO, June 1.—The Tribune 
says: “William A. Pinkerton, son 
of the famous detective and govern- 
ment spy, Allan Pinkerton, has been 
called into the government secret ser- 
vice to hunt for Spanish spies. 

“Mr. Pinkerton was called to Wash- 
ington in much the same way that 
Allan Pinkerton was summoned by 
President Lincoln thirty-seven years 
azo. 

“When. he went away Mr. Pinkerton 
left word that he would be back in 
two weeks, but his-friends say he ex- 
pects to be absent much longer than 


that, and that the time of his return 
depends entirely on his success in 
running down a coterie of Spanish 
Spies and plotters who have been ham- 
pering the work of the Navy Depart- 
ment. It is exactly the same work 
which Allan Pinkerton was given by 
President Lincoln at the outbreak of 
the rebellion.” 


GUNBOAT RECONNOITERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

KEY WEST (Fia.,) June 1.—A war- 
ship just in from the blockade reports 
that on Sunday morning a small Span- 
ish gunboat came out of Havana and 
ran along the line of batteries, close 
in shore. Yesterday she again came 
out, venturing over two miles from 
land. She was chased, and one shot 
was fired at her, whereupon she 
scudded back to port. 

On Monday night, a warship of the 
blockade squadron approached within 
five miles of Havana, clearly distin- 
guishing whole rows of lighted streets, 
thus contradicting the rumor of Ha- 
vana being in darkness. The com- 
mander of the warship said fortifica- 
tions are in course of construction on 
Moro Heights. A steam donkey, car- 
rying earth and sand, is running night 
and day. 

MASSING RATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The war 
department is massing rations for 
thirty days, for the troops that are as- 
sembling at Jacksonville, Fla., under 
command of Maj.-Gen. Lee. The offi- 
cials decline to say how many men are 
to be concentrated there, or whether 
they will stay at that place for the full 
thirty days for which the rations are 
provided, <« 

CABLES STILL WORKING.

ADDITIONAL ESTIMATES.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Secretary 
Alger sent to the House today addi- 
tional estimates of $3, 107,000 required 
immediately for the expeditionary 
force to Cuba for work and equipments 
necessary for the campaign against 
Porto Rico and the Philippine Islands. 
Secretary Alger transmit a letter out- 
lining immediate action against Cuba, 
and saying it is proposed to dispatch 
15,000 to 20,000 troops at once, to be 
followed as rapidly as possible by 5,- 
000 more, 


RUN ON THE BANK. 


Spaniards Prefer Silver Coinage to 
Paper at Present, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, June 1, 5 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] There was a =Ilong 
procession at the Bank of Spain 
during the day. All classes of people 
were represented, and many women 
were in line waiting their turn to 
change notes into silver, fearing the 
notes would soon be subjected to a 
discount. 

If the run continues, there is danger 
of the bank's stock of silver becoming 
exhausted, which would compel the 
government to resort to a forced cur- 
rency, issuing notes of small denomi- 
nation. It is expressed, however, that 
the panic will subside, leaving the 
bank a margin of silver. 

The financial outlook of Spain is 
rather dark. The government has en- 
trusted the Bank of Spain with the ne- 
gotiations for a loan of _ 1,000,000,000 
pesetas at 4 per cent., which sum is to 
be raised as soon as required. The 
bank will endeavor to raise the loan at 
home and abroad. ' 


ATTACKS THE QUEEN, 


‘Senor Castellar Furnishes a Sensa- 
tion Through the Press. 
[ASSOCIATED NIGHT REPORT.] 
MADRID, June 1, 8 p.m.—[{By At- 
lantic Cable.] An article signed by 
Sefior Emilio Castellar, the distin- 
guished Republican statesman, which 
recently appeared in the Petite Revue 
Internacionale, and which has been 
produced in several Spanish papers, 
which are being prosecuted for their 
production, has caused a great sensa- 

tion. . 

Sefior Castellar attacks the Queen 
Regent, reproaching her with being 
a foreigner and unpopular, and with 
interfering unjustly in political affairs. 
He compared her present position with 
that of Queen Marie Antoinette on 
the eve of the French revolution. 

The matter came before the Senate 
today, Duke de Roca demanding the 
prosecution of Castellar and other Sen- 
ators expressing in violent terms their 
indignation at Sefior Castellar’s con- 
duct.

Dr. Senn will have 
charge of the necessary alterations, and 
will devise the arrangement for caring 
for the patients. It is thought the hos- 
pital will be ready for occupancy in 
two weeks. Mrs. Leiter is in Washing- 
ton at present, but L. Z. Leiter, who is 
in the city. said the report that his wife 
had purchased the building was cor-

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OMAHA, June 1.—-Amid the music 
of a hundred bands, the cheers of a 
hundred thousand people, the blast 
of many whistles, and the waving of 
innumerable flags, the Transmississ- 
ippi Exposition was dedicated this 
morning. Nothing occurred to mar 
the occasion. 

At 9:30 o'’cl:ock the great civic pa- 
rade started on its march from the 
center of the city to the grounds. The 
National Marine Band led the splendid 
pageant, and a hundred musical or- 
ganizations from the various States 
of the mid-West contributed to .the 
occasion. 

The parade” was three miles long, 
consisting of the officers and guests of 
the exposition in carriages, the semi- 
military organizations, and all the se- 
cret societies of this and adjacent 
States. The special trains continued 
to unload their crowds until the rail- 
road men estimated that at least 1(#,- 
000 people had arrived. These, min- 
gied with the citizens of Omaha, formed 
one solid phalanx along the route of 
the parade for ten miles. 

Rev. Dr. Nichols of St. Louis, vpened 
the exercises at the grounds with an 
appeal to “He who doeth all things 
well,”’ to shower his blessings on the 
enterprise and the people of the Trans- 
mississippi region, especially G. W. 
Wattles, president. Hon. John L. 
Webster of Omaha, and Hon. 
John N. Baldwin of Council 
Bluffs eulogized the occasion. Presi- 
dent McKinley addressed the assem- 
bled multitude by long distance tele- 
phone, touched the magic button, and 
the Exposition was Jedicated. 

The weather could not be more pro- 
pitious, and not 1 particle of dust 
was in evidence. This afternoon, the 
marine band will give a concert at the 
grounds, and tonight a pyrotechnic dis- 


play on the most elaborate scale will. 


enliven the occasion. 
PRESIDENT’S CONGRATULATIONS. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—President 
McKinley today formally opened the 
Transmississippi and International Ex- 
position at Omaha, Neb., by touching 
an electric button at 1:50 o’clock in the 
telegraph room of the White House. 
A few minutes before 1° o’clock the 
President sent out the following tele- 
gram of congratulation to the presi- 
dent of the Exposition, Mr. Wattles: 

“Hon. Gurdon Wattles, President 
Transmississippi and International Ex- 
position, Omaha, Neb: The cordiality 
of the invitation extended to me to be 
present at the opening of your greatex- 
position is deeply appreciated, and I 
more deeply regret that public duties 
prevent me from leaving the capital 
at this time. 

“The vents of the 
ceniury which the Transmississippi 
and International Expositién com- 
memorates are interwoven with the 
history of the whole nation, and are 
of surpassing importance. The mighty 
West affords most striking evidences 
cf the splendid achievements and pos- 
sibilities of our people. It is a match- 
less tribute to the energy and endur- 
ance of the nioneer, while its vast ag- 
ricultural development, its progress in 
manufactures, its advancement in the 
arts and sciences, and in all depart- 
ments of education and endeavor, have 
been inestimable contributions to the 
civilization and wealth of the world. 

‘Nowhere have the unconquerable de- 
termination, self-reliant strength and 
sturdy manhood of our American cit- 
izenship been more forcibly illustrated. 
In peace or war the men and women 
of the West have been in the vanguard. 

“T congratulate the management upon 
its magnificent enterprise, and assure all 
who participate in this undertaking of 
the deep interest which the government 
has in its success. 

[Signed] “WILLIAM M’'KINLEY.” 

The ceremonies at the White House 
were brief and were conducted with 
little formality. The members of the 
Nebraska delegation in Congress, ac- 
companied by the ladies of their fami- 
lies, assembled at the White House and 
were presented to the President by 
Representative Mercer. 

Some difficulty was encountered in 
getting a clear wire to Omaha, but at 
1:50 o’clock everything was in readi- 
ness. and the President, stepping to 
the instrument, pressed the button 
which set in motion the exposition ma- 
chinery, about 1500 miles away. After 
thanking the President for his cour- 
tesy, the party withdrew and joined in 
the following congratulatory telegram: 

“Nebraska delegation assembled in 
Executive Mansion, extend their con- 
gratulations upon the auspicious be- 
ginning of so vast an enterprise as the 
Transmissippi and International Expo- 
sition, and regret their inability to be 
present and personally participate in 
its accomplishment.” 

AT MACHINERY BALL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
OMAHA, June 1.—Following the dedi- 

catory exercises the officials and guests 
adjourned to Machinery Hall. They 
were anticipated by a crowd that was 
measured by the dimensions of the 
building. Just as the hands of the big 
clock showed the hour of 1, President 
McKinley, from his seat in the White 
House, touched the button connected 
with his telephone. It was connected by 
a direct circuit to Omaha, controlling 
the power in Machinery Hall. Slowly 
the great wheels of the mechanism 
began to revolve, gradually the speed 
of the wheels increased until the hum 
of the shaft reached the normal. The 
electric spark liberated by the Presi- 
dent’s hands had given life to the giant 
plant, and all the smaller machinery 
of the entire grounds, receiving inspira- 
tion from the same source, began its 
routine work. This was the conclusion 
of the formal exercises. 

In the afternoon, at 4 o'clock, the Na- 
tional Marine Band gave a_ concert 
which was attended by many thousand 
people. It is estim&ted that over one 
hundred thousand people passed the 
gates during the day.

Mr. Chandlicr Offers an Amendment 
Leoking to the tee of Silver 
Equally With Gold, 


SENATE MAKES GOOD PROGRESS. 


TAX LAID ON REFINERS OF SUGAR 
AND PETROLEUM, 


Notable Speeches in the House on 
the Bill to Remove Polftical Dis- 
abilities—WMenasure ts Passed 
Witheuat Dissent. 


TASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Marked 
progress was made by the Senate to- 
day toward the final disposition of the 


War Revenue Bill. The committee 
anrendments on nearly sixty pages of 
the bill were passed upon, and the 
Senate nearly reached the principal 
questions at issue between the contend- 
ing parties. These remaining ques- 
tions have already been discussed 


pretty thoroughly, and, aside from a 
few set speeches yet to be delivered, 
will not arouse probably more than 
desultory debate. The interest of the 
session centered in the action taken on 
the amendment of Mr. Gorman (Dem.) 
of Maryland, levying a tax of one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. on the gross re- 
ceipts of corporations doing a business 
exceeding $250.000 a year. By a direct 
vote upon it, the amendment was te- 
jected—27 to 34. 

Mr. Pettigrew (Pop) of Seouch Da- 
kota offered the Gorman amendment 
with the clause containing the $250,000 
exemption stricken out, but it was de- 
feated by 25 to 37. 

Mr. White (Dem.) of California then 
proposed the Gorman amendment 60 
modified that it levied a tax of one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. upon all corpora- 
tions engaged in the refining of sugar 
or petroleum. The California Senator 
explained that he desired to see a tax 
levied on the American Sugar Trust, 
and the Standard Oil Company. 
The amendment prevailed by a vote of 
33 to 26. It was supported by twenty- 
two Democrats, four Republicans, five 
Populists and two Silver Republicans, 
and opposed by twenty-four lRepub- 
licans and two Democrats.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—SENATE. 
A bill for the protection of the home- 
stead settlers who entered the military 
Or naval service of the United States 
in time of war, was passed by the Sen- 
ate at the opening of today’s session. 
The bill provides that the service in 
the war with Spain shall be considered 
as residence and work upon land, and 
that by enlistment the claim shall not 
be forfeited. 

When the War Revenue Bill was 
taken up, the absence of a quorum was 
suggested, and fifteen minutes were 
consumed in assembling the requisite 
number of Senators. 

Mr. Chandler (Rep.,) New * Hamp- 
shire. assuming. he said, that the 
majority of the Finance Committee 
would insist upon its proposition to 
coin the silver seigniorage, and that the 
Republican minority would press its 
bond proposition, thought it proper to 
offer some remarks upon an amend- 
ment he had offered to the pending bill. 
The amendment is as follows: 

“And it is hereby deciared to be the 
policy of the United States not to com. 
mit the country more thoroughly to the 
gold standard, but that the efforts of 
the government in all its branches 
shall be steadily directed to secure and 
maintain the use of silver as well as 
gold as standard money, with the free 
coinage of both under a system of bi- 
metallism which will insure the parity 
in value of the coins of the two metals, 
furnish a sufficient volume of metallic 
money, and give immunity to the world 
of trade from the violent fluctuations 
in exchange.”

000; when using or employing a capital 
exceeding $25,000, for every additional 
$1000 in excess of $25,000, $2. and in esti- 
mating capital the tax shall be com- 
puted on the basis of capital and sur- 
plus of the preceding fiscal year. 


The paragraph relating to the tax on 


insurance agents was made to read: 
“Insurance agents shall pay #12. Every 
person, firm or corperation having an 
office or place of business and acting as 
agent, etc., shall be regarded as an in- 
surance agent,” 

The tobacco taxes were modified as 
heretofore announced to have been 
agreed upon by the committee, and sev- 
eral other minor amendments to this 
schedule were agreed to. '

prescriptions written by practicing 
physicians and surgeons, “or which 
may be put up or compounded by a 
druggist or pharmacist.” 

The tax on money orders was re- 
stricted to original domestic money or- 
ders issued by the government. Mr. 
Forman then offered his amendment 
taxing corporations upon their gross 
receipts as a substitute for the com- 
mittee amendment, levying a tax upon 
express and freight packages and upon 
all telephone messages upon which toll 
is paid. As finally proposed,, Mr. Gor- 
man's amendment provided that the 
tax upon the gross receipts of corpora- 
tions doing business exceeding $250,000 
a year, should be one-quarter of 1 per 
cent, The amendment was defeated by 
27 to 34, as follows:

eration of all sectional feeling, and the 
reality at last of a reunited country. 
Incidental to the debate, several mem- | 
bers reached the conclusion that a! 
member of Congress could not hold: 
simultaneously a military and civil! 
office. The @ebate was brought on hy 
a reference to Gen. Joe Wheeler, now 
serving as a” major-general, until | 
recently a member of the House. 

The statements that some States were 
unable to respond to the demands for 
volunteers, called forth, incidentally, 
explanations and an alleged interview 
with Mr. Overstreet (Ren.) of Indiana, 
and upon the subject reflecting upon 
the loyalty of certain States were con- 
demned by several members, but the 
discussion was declared out of order. 
The passage of the bill considered to- 
day by the House will affect but few 
parties, since the general acts passed 
in President Grant's administration and 
several relief bills have relieved all 
disabilities with the exception of those 
in a few hundred cases. 

The statement made by Mr. Lacey of 
Iowa that Maj.-Gen. Wheeler of Ala- 
bama was absent from the House on 
leave, brought Mr. Bailey (Dem,) of 
Texas to his feet. 

“I rise to correct a false statement 
of the gentleman from Iowa. The gen- 
tleman from Alabama is not absent 
on leave of the House, and will not be 
with my consent so long as I am a 
mem ber.” 

“Mr. Speaker,” cried Mr. McMillin 
(Dem.) of Tenessee, interrupting, 
“there is not a member of this House 
who does not love the gentleman. from 
Alabama for going to the front to serve 
his country.” 

Mr. Bailey later secured the floor and 
explained his position, arguing at 
length the unconstitutionality of any 
one holding a military and civil office at 
once. He quoted precedents, and re- 
ferred to the recent case of Senator 
Sewell as establishing that the accept- 
ance of a military office vacated the 
Congressional office which the party 
accepting formerly occupied. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohie indorsed. the 
position taken by Mr. Bailey, and inci- 
dentally declared his belief that no 
man’s patriotism will be called into 
question’ because he siands rigidly by 
the terms of the Constitution and its 
manifest spirit. Proceeding, he di- 
gressed to speak eloquently and feel- 
ingly on the reunited country, and the 
universality of patriotism manifest 
upon every hand. He attributed the 
friendly attitude of Europe, now grow- 
ing daily more pronounced, to the fact 
that Europe was convinced from the 
first that absolute loyalty prevailed in 
this land. 

“If there is anything that m 
a soldier of the civil war feel Pasar 
ful to Almighty God, it is to be per- 
mitted to live to see the present union 
of his country.”” . 

Concluding,’ the gray-haired member 
from Ohio declared: “I am ready to 
vote to remove every vestige of legis- 
lation such as is aimed at in this 
bill, and, so help me God; I will try 
to forget.” 

The speech of Mr. Grosvenor was so 
fraternal and patriotic that the entire 
house broke inte applause. The speech 
called forth a response from Mr. Settle 
(Dem.) of Kentucky upon the part of 
the South, that has not been often sur- 
passed in phraseology and eloquence. 
He reviewed the growth of cordial 
feeling between the sections following 
the war when neither loved the other, 
until the present, when a united coun- 


try confronted the enemy. 


“Her sons,’ referring to the South 
at the end of the civil war, “laid down 
their arms in good faith upon the 
altar of their country, and in the same 
spirit they now take their step to the 
music of the Union. I do not believe 
the American people were ever so 
united as they are today.” 

Continuing, he said the American 
people would free ‘not only Cuba, but 
would free themselves, “‘and out of this 
fire and ‘flood, wherewith we are now 
being baptized, we shall come forth, I 
do not doubt, new men and new 
women, clean every whit, with sec- 
tional hate and bitterness gone for- 
ever. That is a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished.” 

When Mr. Settle concluded, several 
minutes elapsed before order was re- 
stored. Members from all quarters of 
the chamber crowded to the Kentucky 
member's seat and congratulated him. 
Meantime, the hall was filled with the 
hum of voices in compliment and 
comment. 

Mr. Parker (Rep.) of New Jersey, 
argues for the bill and supported the 
construction of the Constitution as was 
advocatec by Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. 
Bailey, affecting the present attitude 
of Gen. Wheeler to the House. 

Mr. Lewis (Dem.) of Washington 
read from a morning paper a purported 
interview with Mr. Overstreet (Rep.) 
of Indiana in which he was quoted as 
referring to the Southern States as 
being indifferent to the war, after hav- 
ing insisted through their representa- 
tives upon precipitating it, and to the 
failure of some Southern States to fill 
their quotas as an intimation of indif- 
ference and disloyalty. Mr. Lewis de- 
nounced the sentiment as wholly un- 
warranted. 

Mr. Steele (Rep.) of Indiana called 
attention to the absence of his col- 
league, but Mr. Lewis disavowed any 
purpose to attack anything but the 
sentiment, and proceeded. 

Mr. Gaines (Dem.) of Tennessee in- 
terrupted to declare that “no patriot 
would father such an fnterview.”’ 

Representative Henderson (Rep.) of 
lowa, advocated the passage of the 
bill. He thought the time propitious 
for it to be acted upen, and his hope 
was that the vote might be unanimous. 

Mr. Fleming (Dem.) of Georgia was 
proceeding to discuss the Overstreet 
interview, and he pronounced it ut- 
terly absurd and false when he was 
called to order as not speaking to the 
bill. 

In the course of a brief speech sup- 
porting the bill, Mr, Linney (Rep.) 
of North Carolina paid a tribute to the 
late Ensign Worth Bagley, who died 
at Cardenas as “none but the noblest 
heroes die.”

THE HAWAIIAN RESOLUTIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—An under- 
standing was reached today whereby 
the Hawaiian resolutions will be con- 
sidered in the House next week. They 
are to be taken up under a special rule 
that will be reported so soon as the 
Revenue Bill has passed the Senate or 
has reached a point where the passage 
of the resolutions of annexation in the 
House cannot possibly delay the dis- 
posal of the revenue measure. The un- 
derstanding was arrived at after per- 
sistent endeavor upon the part of an- 
nexationists, the Speaker, who has led 
so far in preventing consideration, be- 
ing convinced that a large majority of 
the Republican Representatives fa- 
vored action upon annexation before 
adjournment. 

This fact, the desire of the President 
and the wish of a majority of Repub- 


lican Senators, making a party demand, |} 


resulted in an agreement that’ the 
House should be given the opportunity 
to pass the resolution. There will be 
no caucus of Republicans. A request 
for a call has been made several days 
ago with Representative Grosvenor, 
chairman of the Republican party or- 
ganization in the House, but when seen 
tonight he said: ‘“‘You can say for me, 
and can quote me, that there will be no 
caucus called and no necessity for one.”’ 


DISAPPOINTED HUNTERS. 


GO PROSPECTING FOR GOLD AND 


GBT FEVER AND SCURVY. 


Schooner Sophie Sutherland Reaches 
Apia With Crew and Passengers 
in Deplorable Condition After 
Months of Vain Cruising Among 
the Solomon Islands, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
{Correspondence of the Associated Press.] 
APIA (Samoa,) May 14, (wired from 

San Francisco, June 1.)—The schooner 
phie Sutherland, whieh left San 
ancisco in 1897 with a party of pros- 

pectors to search for gold in the South 
Seas, reached here on May 11, with the 
crew in a horrible condition. The Suth- 
erland, under the guidance of a man 
named Sorensoh, took a party of fifteen 
men, four of whom were sailors, who 
prospected among the Solomon Islands 
for. gold. 

After cruising around for 
months 
party were attacked by fever, and the 
captain decided to leave for San 
Francisco. On March 19 last, the ves- 
with all but 
three men on board unable to move. 
Three days later there was but one 
man able to assist in navigating the 
craft. 

The captain then headed for Apia, 
he nearest point, to obtain medical 
reatment, but to add to the trouble 
scurvy broke out, and when within 
sight of Samoa, there were only two 
men, the captain and another, able 
to work. The ship for three weeks was 
within seventy miles of Apia, but did 
not reach port until May 11 on ac- 


count of head winds. 


During these three weeks, four of 
those on board, Kohn, Nicholson, Gold- 
schmidt and Dewitt, died and were 
buried at sea. For the last few days 
the whole working of the vessel de- 
volved upon the captain, who was up 
from eighteen to twenty-two hourseach 
day. All who reached Apia are: Mc- 
Lean, Higgins, Lampe, Berge, Head- 
burg and Olsen. There was an abund- 
ance of food on board the Sutherland, 
but no one was able to cook it. 

The vessel will remain here until the 
crew has recovered, when she will be 
taken to San Francisco. Four men of 
the party, Greenwood, Gingg, Smadeke 
and Cunath, remained at Florida Isl- 
and to prospect. Sorenson, who it 
seems was well known in the South 
Seas, was forced to leave the island 
before the Sutherland sailed. 


MISSOURI TORNADO. 


Four People Killed and Much Prop- 
erty Destroyed, 
“ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

ST. JOSEPH (Mo.,) June 1,—Reports 
have been received here of great dam- 
age done by a tornado which tore 
across a section of De Kalb county, 
Mo., yesterday evening, causing the 
loss of four lives. The dead are the 
wife and three children of Colvin R. 
Smith, living eight miles north of 
Mayeville. Their house was destroyed 
and every one of its occupants was 

killed. 

In the vicinity of Maysville and 
Union Star the tornado destroyed the 
houses of at least twenty farmers, up- 
rooted valuable orchards and damaged 
growing crops. The property loss has 
been estimated at fillly $150,000.

SEATTLDB (Wash) June 1.—The 
schooner Jane Gray, which sailed from 
Seattle for Kotzebue Sound on May 19 
with sixty-one people on board, foun- 
dered Sunday, May 2, about ninety 
miles west of Cape Flattery at 2 o’clock 
in the morning, while lying to in a 
moderate gale, under foresail. Ten 
minutes after the alarm was given, she 
lay at the bottom of the ocean with 
thirty-four of her passengers. 
remained succeeded in embarking in 
a launch and reached this city this 
afternoon.

The Jane Gray's passengers were 
prospectors, with the exception of Rev. 
V. C. Gambell, a missionary, who, with 
his wife and child, was on his way to 
St. Lawrence Island, in the Bering Sea, 
He refused to place his wife and child 
aboard the launch, saying: “The ves- 
sel is doomed, and we will die to- 
gether.” 

Among the prospectors was a party 
of sixteen, headed by Maj. Ingraham, 
who were outfitted by Prince Luigi of 
Italy for a two years’ prospecting trip 
in Alaska. Of this party the only sur- 
vivors are Maj. Ingraham, L. M. Les- 
sey, C. H. Packard and G. H. Penning- 
ton. 

The surviving passengers suffered a 
great deal of privation, and for thirty 
hours their only food was a sack of 
prunes and a sack of turnips from the 
ship’s stores. Sufficient water was 
caught by spreading a tarpaulin dur- 
ing a rainstorm. The news of the dis- 
aster, and the expected arrival of the 
survivors from Victoria caused a large 
crowd to gather at the dock in this 
city. Carriages were waiting, and 
when the City of Kingston landed the 
survivors, they were immediately car- 
ried to their homes or to the residences 
of friends. The few that could be seen 
had not yet recovered from _ their 
shack, and consequently could not give 
a very detailed account of the disas- 
ter, which came on them so suddenly. 
They were warm in their praise of the 
work done by Capt. Crockett at the 
time of the foundering of the vessel. 
Capt. Crockett gives the following ac- 
count of the wreck: 

“We were lying to to mend our fore- 
sail. A moderate gale was blowing, and 
the seas wére running high. I had gone 
tu bed and was sound asleep when the 
watchman awakened me with the an- 
nouncement that something was wrong. 
I arose at once and found the vessel 
leaking. A hurried investigation showed 
that she would soon sink, and I at 
once notified the passengers of the situ- 
ation. Most of them were asleep un- 
derneath the deck. A scene of confusion 
then took place, and it is impossible to 
give any detailed account of the 
events that followed. The darkness ad- 
ded to the confusion. 

“The Jane Gray carried two lifeboats 
and two launches. I at once ordered the 
boats lowered. The first lifeboat was 
swamped. The launch Kennoma, be- 
longing to the Ingraham party, was 
successfully lowered. At this time the 
Jane Gray was almost under water. 
A heavy sea struck her, throwing her 
on her beam. There was no time to 
launch other boats. The water was over 
her hatches, and everyone below was 
certainly drowned. Those on deck hur- 
riedly got in the launch. A

prunes and one of turnips was hastily 


taken from the ship’s stores, and this 
was the only food we had till we 


‘reached Vancouver Island. 


“As the launch drifted away from the 
almost submerged schooner, we saw 
eight or ten men on the lee rail clinging 
to the rigging. Soon they disappeared 
from sight. Two of them, Job Johnson 
and C. J. Reilly, kept afloat by cling- 
ing to bundles of boat lumber. Twvu 
hours after they were picked up by 
our launch, making twenty-seven in ali 
we had with us. It is just barely pos- 
sible that there will be four more sur- 
vivors. Just before the Jane Gray dis- 
appeared under the waves we thought 
we saw the second launch that was on 
board with four forms near it. They 
were so indistinct that we were not 
sure. They seemed to be getting intu 
the launch. We saw nothing of them 
when daylight came. 

“We improvised a sail and paddles, 
and after drifting thirty hours in the 
launch we finally landed inside of Rug- 
ged Point, Kynquot Sound, on Van- 
couver Island, eighty miles from the 
scene of the wreck. A fire was built on 
the beach and wemade amealon roasted 
mussels. We had had no food since the 
night before the disaster, excepting the 
sacks of prunes and turnips that we 
threw into the launch. We got our 
drinking water by spreading out a tar- 
paulin in the driving rain. An Indian 
who chanced to come along informed 
us that the village of Kynquot was but 
six miles away. We went there and 
found the sealing schooner Favorite 
becalmed, and arrangements were 
made to carry our party to Victoria. 
We reached there this morning in time 
to catch the steamer for Seattle.’ 

The Jane Gray was a schooner of 10/ 
tons burden. She was built in Bath, 
Me., in 1877. She was owned and oper- 
ated by McDougal & Southwick of 
this city. Outside of the miners’ out- 
fits she carried no cargo. 


MAJ. INGRAHAM’S STORY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) June 1.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Maj. E. S. Ingraham of 
Seattle, the well-known mountain 
climber, was perhaps the most promi- 
nent person on board the ill-fated Jane 
Gray. He was at the head of a party 
outfitted by Prince Luigi of Italy at an 
expense of $10,000. He reached this 
city yesterday on the steamer City of 
Kingston, and gave the correspondent 
the following story of the wreck: 

“On the morning of Sunday, May 22, 
the old whaler Jane Gray, went down 
into the Pacific, taking with her the 
lives of thirty-four human beings, all 
but five of whom had startel to Notze- 
bue Sound in search of gold. Many of 
those who perished did not know that 
the vessel was foundering. They sim- 
ply dropped off into eternity. They 
had been deathly sick ever since the 
vessel left Cape Flatery, and died in 
their bunks. Twenty-seven of the pas- 
sengers and crew crowded into the 
twenty-seven-foot steam launch Kan- 
norma, which we were taking to Kote- 
bue. Some of the survivors were 
picked up several hours after the 
wreck. They were found floating on 
bits of wreckage. They saw the 
schooner take her final plunge, but did 
not hear a cry from any of those who 
perished. 

“The launch was kept with her head 
to the wind for twenty-four hours, and 
headed toward the East. We landed 
finally on the bleak shore of Vancouver 
Island, where we were picked up by 
the sealer Favorite and taken to Vic- 
toria. This, in brief, is the story of 
the foundering. 

“There were many stirring incidents. 
a missionary bound 
for St. Lawrence Island, in Bering Sea, 
caused his wife and little babe to per- 
ish through a sudden insane freak. 
When we were working to get the 
launch afloat, he was on deck. The 
water was pouring over the vessel and 
every moment threatened to be her last, 
We told him to bring his wife and child 
on deck. The baby had been our mas- 
cot and we did not want to lose her. 
He started into the cabin, but meeting 
one of the boys, said, “The ship is 
doomed; we will all die together.’ With 
that he went into his stateroom and 
locked the door. They went down with 
the schooner, 

“There is absolutely no hope for the 
men who were left on the schooner 
when our launch drifted away. There 
was another launch belonging to an 
Italian party, but those who were 
picked up after the vessel went down 
say that it was dashed against the 
mainmast and stove in shortly before 
the schooner took her last dive. Many 
of those who perished were strong, 
husky young men, who would have 
made a brave fight for life had it not 
been for the fact that they were sick 
in their bunks. The only warning those 
below deck had was the cry of Mate 
Hansen, ‘All hands on deck.’ The thing 
came on so suddenly that there was 
no time to get back after anyone. Those 
who heard the cry throught that Han- 
sen was calling for the crew, and they 
paid no attention to it. 

“I am at a loss to account for the 
wreck of the old whaler. The deck- 
house was not properly constructed, 
for one thing, and the boat was very 
heavily loaded. The poor men in the 
forward house did not have a dry 
stitch about them from the time we got 
out of the straits Friday morning. The 
water came in through the hawseholes 
with every plunge of the schooner. 
Several feet of ‘water was usually 
swishing around the cabin. The even- 
ing before the schooner went down, the 
hold was pumped out, but a very few 
buckets of water were found. The lee 
rail had always been under water on 
account of the storm, and the deck 
watch did not notice the vessel filling 
until it was almost too late. Capt. 
Crockett and the members of the crew 
showed great bravery. Many of the 
passengers who were saved lost every 
cent they had in the world. They had 
invested their all in their outfits, and 
will have to be taken care of until 
they can hear from eastern homes.” 


MADERA COUNTY FUNDS. 


Experts on the Books Find a Large 
Shortage. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


MADERA, June 1.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Expert Wood, officially engaged 
to expert the books of Deputy Tax Col- 
lector Krohn of Madera county, has 
found a shortage of $7844.88, being 
within a trifle of the $8000 alleged to 
have been forcibly stolen by robbers 
one night last week, when Krohn was 
found in an unconscious condition and 
bleeding in the doorway of his office. 

It is not even now at all certain that 
young Krohn himself inflicted the 
superficial injuries found on him when 
picked up by the night watchman at 
midnight behind the closed outer door 
of the Tax Collectors’ office. 

One theory which has found some 
adherents is that young Krohn at- 
tempted to commit suicide and admin- 


istered to himself Gesrestie just be- 
fore or just after the injuries were in- 
flicted by himself. In support of this 
theory it is urged that marks of bloody 
hands lead out to a shed at the rear, 
and at inspection has revealed the 
existence of a broken phial in the 
sewer ventilation pipe, on which there 
are bloody hand marks. If this phial 
can be gotten and the contents or label 
examined, it may throw light on the 
mystery. 

The other theory is that Krohn was 
drugged and “done up” by others, un- 
der fear of exposure. ‘It appears from 
the report of the expert that when 
Krohn settled, on last December 6, the 
shortage was as high as $9601.23, but 
since then more money has been paid 
in than was actually collected, so that 
the deficiency, when the last payment 
was made, on May 7 of the present 
year, was reduced to $7844.88, the 
amount now owing to the county. 

It is claimed by the District Attorney 
that if Krohn’s story is to be believed, 
namely, that the money was in the 
safe on the night of the alleged rob- 
bery, it must have been there ever since 
last December. The District Attorney 
points out that the retention of this 
money was felony, entirely outside of 
any question of embezzlement, which 
latter "might raise the question of no 
demand having been made on Krohn 
for the money. 

Closer search of the office has re- 
sulted in the discovery of a bloody 
towel and tin box, of which the lock 
has been partly forced. The contents 
of the box are papers of little or no 
value, but are circumstances significant 
in that it indicates the possible presence 
of some one else in the office besides 
Krohn, who would certainly thave 
known what was in the box and need 
not have forced the lock. 

Krohn will not be arrested at present, 
but is under surveillance. When told 
of the results of the expert's examina- 
tion, Krohn admitted that the books 
showed a deficiency, but insisted that 
it was on paper only, and that the 
money was in the vault on the night 
of the alleged robbery. 


REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
Adopt Their Platform ond 
Elect Officers. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—It was 
11 o’clock this morning before the 
delegates to the convention of the 
State League of Republican Clubs 
settled down to business. The secre- 
tary read a number of letters and tele- 
grams received from prominent Re- 
publicans in all parts of the country 
congratulating the league upon its 
work, during the campaign of 1896. 
Among others who sent such communi- 
cations were President McKinley, Sec- 
retary of War Alger, Mark Hanna and 
others. 

The Committee on Credent.ais sub- 
mitted its report, showing that the fol- 
lowing were repreresented: First Con- 
gress District, nine clubs, eighty dele- 
gates; Second Congress District, seven- 
teenclubs, 189 delegates; Third District, 
twenty-two clubs, 256 delegates; Fourth 
and Fifth Districts, thirty-four clubs, 
700 delegates; Sixth District, fourteen 
clubs, 146 delegates; Seventh District, 
thirteen clubs, 124 delegates; total, 109 
clubs; 1495 delegates. 

The Committee on Order of Business 
recommended that the delegates be as- 
sessed $1 to pay the expenses of the 
convention. This recommendation 
brought forth a storm of disapproval 
from country delegates, who. thought 
that the Sah Francisco delegates 
should have provided for such expenses 
as might incur. After a great deal of 
discussion ,the $1 assessment resolu- 
tion was adopted, after which the chair 
announced the committees, 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1.—At the 
afternoon session Chairman Gibson of 
the Committee on Time and Place for 
holding the next convention, reported 
in favor of Los Angeles, as the place, 
and the second Tuesday in May, 1900, 
as the time. The claims of San Jos4 
and Stockton were also presented, but 
the report was adopted and Los An- 
geles was chosen. 

The Committee on Resolutions re- 
ported a platform which was adopted. 
It proclaims that the St. Louis platform 
of 1896 is the corner-stone of the 
league, and strongly the ad- 
ministration of President | McKinley. 
Gov. Budd is denounced for vetoing the 
appropriation for the suppert of the 
State Printing Office, and recommended 
that all printed matter of the league 
bear the label of the Allied Printing 
Trades Council. The causes leading to 
the declaration of the war with Spain 
are briefly reviewed, and the league 
pledges itself to aid the President tu 
plant the Stars and Stripes over Manila, 
Porto Rico and Cuba. The Nicaragua- 
Canal. project was indorsed in the fol- 
lowing resolution, presented by Clio L. 
Lloyd of Santa Barbara: 

“The recent events in the existing 
war with Spain and the hazardous trip 
of the battleship Oregon around the 
continent of South America, have dem- 
onstrated the military necessity for the 
existence of the Nicaragua Canal. The 
Republican party of the State of Cal- 
ifornia therefore advocates and rec.- 
ommends that the United States gov- 
ernment speedily open and maintain a 
ship canal through the Isthmus of Nic- 
aragua, and we urge the passage by 
Congress of appropriate legislation to 
that desired result.” 

Six delegates-atlarge to the Na- 
tional Convention were elected, as fol- 
lows: A. W. Kinney, Los Angeles: C. 
E. Curry, San Francisco; Judge EB. C. 
Park, Sacramento; Judge Frank W. 
Short, Fresno; W. Seabury, San Joa- 
quin; Charles H. Spear, Alameda. The 
delegates were instructed to present 
the name of A. W. Kinney, the retir- 
ing president to the National Conven- 
tion as vice-president for California.

Romero’s Sentence Commated. 


SACRAMENTO, June 1.—Gov. Budd 
has commuted the sentence of Ramon 
Romero, an aged Spaniard, who was 
serving a life sentence in the peni- 
tentiary at San Quentin for murder. 
He was sent from Contra Costa county 
in November, 1877, and will be released 
next Saturday. There was a strong pe- 
tition for the commutation, and it was 
recommended by the Supreme Court 
Justices and Sheriffs. Romero, in 1881, 
rendered the State great service in ex- 
tinguishing a serious fire in the peni- 
tentiary. It is also shown that he lent 
invaluable aid in assisting Sheriffs 
Thomas Cunningham and Harry N. 
Morse in hunting down Vasquez, the 
notorious bandit.

BEHIND THE BARS. 


BURGLAR ARRESTED WHO EN- 
TERED NEWMARK RESIDENCE. 


Mach of the Stolen Property Recov- 
ered by the Detectives — The 
Youthful Prisoner Has a Had 
Record—Female Accomplice also 
Arrested. 


Harry C. McMennomy is in the City 
Jail, charged with being the burglar 
who entered the M..A. Newmark resi- 
dence, No. 1043 South Grand avenue, 
about ten days ago, while the family 
was attending a picnic and the s:rv- 
ants were out, and carried off dia- 
monds and other jewelry to the value 
of $3000. Mé¢Mennomy is said to be én 
escaped inmate of the Whittier State 
Reform School, with as many aliases as 
localities he has resided in. Mrs. Dolly 
Wattell, his accomplice, was arrested 
with him, for disposing of one, of the 
stolen gems. Detectives Auble and 
Hawley made the arrests, and Detec- 
tive Flammer assisted in the investiga- 
tion. Two-thirds of the plundered 
property is in possession of the police 
department, and the balance is in 
pawnshops and other places in San 
Francisco, for which City Detective 
Auble left last night to try to recover it. 

The arrest of the burglar was as 
clever work as was the burglary, and 
that, admittedly, was no bungling job. 
It was work done in broad daylight, 
with hundreds of persons passing on 
the streets, and with adjoining resi- 
dences occupied. The burglar’s escape 
from the house was adroit, for the peo- 
ple who surrounded the house to await 
his coming out, saw nothing of him. 

Detectives have been watching the 
thieves’ rendezvous in this city ever 
since the burglary was committed. The 
rooms of many suspected characters 
have been searched and watched, as 
also have been the pawnshops. The 
prisoner, among the others of his kind, 
was also under suspicion, more es- 
pecially because he was known to have 
once been at Whittier. Monday, one 
week ago, McMennomy left the city, 
and then the detectives commenced to 
work on him in particular. They lo- 
cated his various lodgings, for thieves 
alternate in their sleéping places, and 
also shadowed Mrs. Wattell, the wo- 
man with whom he consorted. 

Sunday morning last at 7:30 o’clock 
McMennomy returned from San Fran- 
cisco, lavishly attired in immaculate 
linen and expensive clothes. By noon 
of that day the detectives had him 
tracked and were watching every 
movement made by him and Mrs. Wat- 
tell, though they were not disturbed. 

Monday morning a loose diamond was 
discovered in the pawnshop at No. 219 
South Main street that had been hy- 
pothecated by Mrs. Wattell for $5. The 
descriotion of it tallied beyond perad- 
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venture with that of a gem stolen from 
the Newmark home. The connection 
was thereupon considered complete by 
the detectives, and about noon of that 
day they went to a lodging-house on 
Los Angeles street and arrested Mc- 
Mennomy and Mrs. Wattell. The mat- 
ter was kept a secret by the police de- 
partment until yesterday evening when 
the cautious detectives concluded that 
the chain of evidence against the pris- 
oner was complete; in fact, Detective 
gag says McMennony confessed to 

m. 

In all, so far, thirty-one loose dia- 
monds have been recovered, besides the 
following articles: A pair of diamond 
earrings, a gold chain, a ring set with 
seven diamonds and an equal number 
of pearls, another ring set with seven 
diamonds and eight emeralds, one pearl 
stud and two men’s pearl studs around 
small diamonds and a lady's gold 
watch. The earrings mentioned were 
made from a breastpin of many dia- 
monds. Two were extracted and sent 
to San Francisco by McMennomy to be 
reset into earrings for Mrs. Wattell. 
He brought them with him when he re- 
turned from the north, though the 
woman is said not to have worn them. 
In the course of a minute search of 
their apartments, the detectives found 
some smaller stolen articles in one of 
the hollow brass balls at the end of a 
rod supporting lace curtains. The ball 
contained two children’s gold breast- 
pins, a ring, a pair of c buttons and 
two gold dellars. The o™er things were 
found in a satchel in a room the couple 
never occupied, but rented merely for a 
blind. 

The detectives are inclined to extend 
their sympathy to Mrs. Wattell, whom 
they characterize as a desperately un- 
fortunate woman. They say McMen- 
nomy is infatuated with her, and that 
her only connection with the case was 
her indiscretion in accepting goods 
which she must have known were 
stolen. She is about 26 years of age. 
She claims to be compelled to lead a 
life of shame because her husband de- 
serted her, leaving her to struggle fora 
living for herself and young daugnter, 
who is at present in a pay institution 
for homeless children. Promises by 
McMennomy of a future easy life with 
him in an eastern city, led her to be- 
come his accomplice. 

Harry C. McMennomy, alias Harry 
Mennomy, alias George Anderson, alias 
George Ryan, though but 20 years of 
age, has been in Whittier twice, and 
has a record of crime, deception and 
lawlessness. It is not thought the de- 
tectives here have his criminal record 
complete, though what is Known of it 
proves him to be a versatile offender, 
and one who must have started very 
young to accomplish so much. He was 
born in San Francisco in 1578, and not 
many years thereafter he found him- 
self an inmate of the Industrial School 
of that city for vagrancy. On Novem- 
ber 9, 1891, he was sent to Whittier to 
serve four years for incorrigibility, 
giving the name of Harry Mennomy. 
He was released before the expiration 
of his sentence, in 1894, and returned 
immediately to his early and native 
stamping grounds, where he was ar- 
rested for a daylight burglary a few 
months thereafter, under the name of 
Anderson. He was returned to Whit- 
tier for a second term, this time for five 
years, on July 4, 1895. He escaped from 
the institution May 4, 1897. He has 
since then gone by the names of Ryan 
and McMennomy. 

. Late in the evenig Detective Hawley 
filed a complaint against McMennomy 
in Justice Morrison's court,

A Yoath Who Was Determined to

The work of the fire department at 
the big fire on Los Angeles street on 
Saturday was much praised at the 
meeting of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners yesterday, and a resolution 
of commendation to the members of the 
department and of thanks to others 
who assisted them was adopted. 

An effort is to be made to enforce 
the guarantees on fire hose which burst 
while in use at the fire. All of the 
hose in the fire department is under a 
four-year’s guarantee, and the Fire 
Commission desires to know if that 
guarantee is worth anything. 

The decisidn of Judge Wellborn in 
the water case, holding that the city 
has no authority to regulate rates, wi.l 
not have the effect of making the city 
liable for the difference in the revenues 
of the company, which such a regula- 
tion of rates may have caused. Coming 
so near the time when the company’s 
contract expires, the decision will be of 
little benefit to the company. 

An extension of ten days has been 
granted by the Health Department for 
the registration of milk dealers. All 
such dealers who do not register and 
secure permits within that time will 
be prosecuted. 

hen the matter of granting an- 
other extension of time for compliance 
with the conduit ordinance comes up 
in the City Council, a contest is con- 
sidered certain. ‘The question of per- 
mitting the laying of another conduit 
- Main street may also cause a divi- 
sion. 

The trial of the suit begun by the 
State Loan and Trust Company to re- 
cover $25,000 from the bondsmen of 5S. 
B. Hunt, its old-time secretary, prom- 
ises to be of somewhat sensational in- 
terest. The case has been permitted 
to drag along for eight years for reas- 
ons that will be made apparent as the 
trial develops. 

In Department Four the somewhat 
curious suit of a plaintiff trying to 
compel observance of a verbal con- 
tract, is affording not a little enter- 
tainment. The plaintiff. M. S. Harten- 
stein, has a claim on J. G. de Turk for 
about $1500, and in payment is seeking 
to compel him to make conveyance of 
a lot on South Pearl street. 

Another suit was begun yesterday 
against Mrs. Anna Spencer, being a 
duplicate of the former one, but it will 
be presented only under certain cir- 
cumstances which may never deve'op. 

Attorney Ladd was enlisted in the 
cause of Brigido Valdez, the Mexican 
of 63 years, v-ho desires to be united 
to a 14-year-old girl. He was persistent 
at the County Clerk's office, but being 
refused a license for his client, an- 
nounced his intention of beginning 
mandamus proceedings to compel its 
issuance.

OFFICIALLY COMMENDED. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT PRAISED 
FOR GOOD WORK. 


Effect of Judge Wellborne’s Decision 
Concerning Water Rates—Pros- 
peective Clash Over Conduits. 
Milk Dealers Must Register 
Within Ten Days. 


The work done by the members of 
the fire department at the big fire on 
Los Angeles street Saturday was offi- 
cially commended by the Fire Com- 
missioners at their regular session 
yesterday. The matter came up 
while the fire was being informally dis- 
cussed by the commission, Chief Moore 
having a detailed report of the man- 
ner in which the fire was fought. It 
happened that all the Commissioners 
had been to the fire except Commis- 
sioner Sinsabaugh, who was confined 
to his home by illness. He stated that 
he had heard nothing but commen- 
dation for the department, and he 
therefore moved that the commission 
express its thanks to the working 
members of the department and to the 
numerous citizens who assisted them 
at the fire. The motion was unani- 
mously adopted. ' 

Inquiry into certain incidents at the 
fire constituted most of the business 
Which the commission had to trans- 
act. In his weekly report Chief Moore 
devoted several pages of manuscript 
to the fire, which is the first in the 
history of the city for which 
a general alarm electrically 
sounded. The Chiet paid to 
City Electriciar Francis quite a 
compliment in reportiag the excellent 
manner in which the electric alarm 
system worked. Chief Smith elso came 
in for a large share of praise for his 
good work and fearless action. Ac- 
companying the report was a diagram 
shoWing the location of the fire and 
where the several engines were placed. 
This was made a part of the record. 

That portion of the Chief's report 
which interested the commission most 
was where he stated that eleven sec- 
tions of hose had burst at the fire. He 
did not state in his report whose or 
what make of hose had burst, but the 
commissioners demanded to know just 
whose hose had not stood the test, 
and the Chief rather reluctantly gave 
the information. He said that the 
mere fact that the hose had burst was 
not necessarily an indication that the 
hose was defective, and sume of the 
sections had been in use by the de- 
partment for several years. Some of 
the breaks were caused by wagons 
running over the hose while it was 
under pressure. He was unable to 
state just what hose had been broken 
from this cause, having only learned 
the names of the hose and the date 
of purchase. The list he gave of the 
hose which burst is as follows: 

One section Baker Fabric, 1893; two 
sections Paragon, 1894; three sections 
Bay State, 1894; one section Bay §tate, 
1895; two sections Bower’s Rabber 
Company, California product, 1895, and 
one section of Bowers’s hose of 1896 
and one of 1897. 

The guarantee under which the hose 
had been purchased was for four years,. 
but the guarantee was against defec- 
tive material and workmanship. The 
Chief explained that it might be diffi- 
cult to enforce these guarantees, and 
that no Wal so had ever been

of the matter might be made, but this 
motion was withdrawn in favor of a 
substitute offered by Commissioner 
Kuhrts that the Chief be directed to 
communicate with the various com- 
panies and ascertain what could be 
done toward replacing the various sec. 
tions destroyed. 

Mr. Kuhrts called attention to the 
fact that some of the members of the 
fire department had failed to wear their 
badges during the fire, and insisted 
on the enforcement of the rule requir- 
ing them to do so. 

nquiry was made as to the truth of 
the report that one of the proprietors 
of the Pacific Crockery and Tinware 
Company's store had ordered a line of 
hose out of their place, and Chief 
Moore asserted the truth of the report. 
He explained that the incident oocurred 
at a time when there was no fire in 
that store, and that the hose ordered 
out was at once raised over the top of 
the building. He had no doubt that 
had the stream remained there that 
company would not have lost nearly as 
much as it did. 

Homer Shaw, who has been acting as 
substitute callman in the No. 6 engine 
company for six months, was presented 
before the commission for confirma- 
tion as a regular caliman. The con- 
firmation was made unanimously. 

In reporting all large fires hereafter 
the Chief was directed to furnish the 
commission with a diagram showing 
the location of the engines which work 
on the fire, and the diagram is to be 
made a part of the records of the de- 
partment. Commissioner Kuhrts se- 
cured the adoption of a motion com- 
mending the Chief for the ability dis- 
played in properly locating the engines 
at Saturday’s fire. 

Applications for appointment as call- 
men were received from W. 8S. Haw- 
thorn and H. Bryden, and were 
placed on file. : 

The application of Mattie E. Mce- 
Cormick and John E. Sanford for per- 
mission to drill an oil well in certain 
described property in East Los Ange- 
les was referred to the Chief for in- 
vestigation. Similar action was taken 
with. reference to the petition of the 
Los Angeles Reduction Works for per- 
mission to erect and operate a steam 
boiler and engine on Truman street. 


CITY NOT LIABLE. 


Water Company Cannot Sue Because 
of Judge Wellborne’s Decision. 

The decision rendered in the United 
States Court by Judge Wellborn, in 
which it was held that the city had 
not the power to fix the water rates 
as it pleased, is in no way retoractive 
and does not make it possible ofr the 
water company to proceed against the 
city for any possible loss resulting 
from a compliance by the company 
with the rate ordinance. This is the 
opinion of City Attorney Dunn as well 


as that of associate counsel in the 
case. For many years the City Coun- 
cil has regulated the rates to be 


charged by the water company by fix- 
ing by ordinance the maximum that 
could be charged for different lLinds of 
service. The company at first cffered 
little objection, except to protest, but 
some time ago it deciced to contest 
the matter, and began action against 
the city to test the validity of the ordi- 
nance with the result as stated. 

The decision would greatly venefit 
the company had its contract still a 
long time to run, but as it is, the 
benefit will be very slight, if anything, 
The company’s contract expires July 
22, and after that time it will be im- 
possible for it to fix any rates. The 
more jmportant matter incinded in 
the decision is the establishment of 
the validity of the contract beiwcen 
the city and the company. When six 
months ago the City Council forced 
the City Attorney to deliver an opin- 
ion. as to the legality of this contract, 
Mr. Dunn reported that in his opirion 
the contract was valid, and binding 
upon both parties. Hs opinion has 
been upheld, and that point in the de- 
cision will have an important bearing 
aa the settlement of the water ques- 
tion.

The ninety days’ limit for compli- 
ance with the terms of the conduit or- 
dinance expires July 3, and if an appli- 
cation for another extension of time 
is made, there will be a fiivision in 
the Council on the subject. Some of 
the members consider it but right 
that the Los Angeles Electric Com< 
pany should be granted sufficient time 
to place its wires under ground, be- 
cause of the unforeseen clash between 
that company and the San Gabriel 
Electric Company, whose conduits the 
first mentioned company had intended 
to use. +Other members declare that 
the company has had fifteen months 
in which to comply with the ordi- 
nance,. and that its faliure to do so 
until the eleventh hour removes any 
ciaim it might have had for consicera- 
tion at the hands of the Council. A 
number of members will hesitate before 
consenting to allowing the company 
to tear up Main street again, tliev- 
ing that it will be impossible for it to 
replace the street in as good condition 
as at present. Others take a broader 
view of the matter, and are willing to 
grant the permission if a_ sufficient 
deposit to insure -good work is made 
with the Street Superintendent. The 
entire matter promises to precipitate 
an interesting fight in the Council. 

The work of placing underground the 
conduit system of the Los Angeles 
Electric Company's proceeding as rap- 
idly as possible, and that company has 
buried a greater length of conduit in 
two weeks than some of the cther 
comparies did in twice that time. The 
company will hardly be able to com- 
plete its system and make all neces- 
sary connections within the ninety 
days’ limit fixed by the City Council, 
but most of the work will be jone by 
that time, and the removal of its poles 
from the streets will follow as rapidly 
as connections can be made. The con- 
duit used by the company is almost the 
same as that in service by the kdiron 
Electric Company and is the best that 
could be obtained. 

What will be done by this company 
with reference to its Main street con- 
nections will depend entirely upen the 
action of the City Council. Permits 
have been issued to the Los Argeies 
Company to use all the streets in the 
conduit district except for Main street 
and on that t).croughfare the resur/fa~-- 
ing had bee1 completed before appli- 
cation to place conduits was made. 
Street Superintentlent has firaily 
inspected this work and has accepted 
it. Thirty days must elapse under 
the law before the City “Council ac- 
cepts it upon his recommendation, anda 
in the mean time the Street Superin- 
tendent refuse to allow the street to 
be again torn up for any purpose. The 
City Council can give the electric com- 
pany the desired permission, if it is 
so disposed, but if the application is 
made—and it is expected at the next 
meeting—there will be considerable op- 
position by several of the members. 


TEN DAYS’ EXTENSION. 


Milk Dealers Must Rtgister Within 
That Time. 


The time during which, under the 
ordinance, milk dealers are required 
to make a new registration and secure 
new permits from the health depart- 
ment, expired Tuesday, and a number 
of dealers have failed to comply with 
the law. In order that all may have 
an opportunity to do so, and thereby 
escape prosecution, the department has 
decided to extend the time for ten 
After the expiration of that time 
all dealers in milk who haye not reg- 


stered and to whom permits have not 


cuted, if they continue in the business. 

The Milk Inspector has carefully 
prepared a list of the dealers in the 
city, and is checking off the names of 
those who comply with the ordinance 
as fast as permits are issued to them. 
When the time limit expires those who 
have not appeared will be watched, 
and if they sell milk they will be ar- 
rested at once. The system of regis- 
tration is a part of the system by which 
the health department endeavors to 
prevent the sale of impure milk in the 
city, the importance of which is mani; 
fest. 


License Collections in May. 

City Tax and License Collector John 
H. Gish has filed his report of the 
collections and licenses for May. For 
that month 1340 licenses worth $14,010 
were issued to him, and of them 1093, 
representing $13,232.50, were collected, 
and 225 remain uncollected. Of the lat- 
ter number 55 were either duplicates, 
errors, for persons out of business, or 
for some other reason were void, and 
170 were returned to the collector for 
a second effort. Of the delinquent li- 
censes for April, of which there wére 
871, worth $945.50, 151, representing $506, 
were collected, and 220 were returned 
and canceled. 


Free Labor Bureau Report, 

S. M. Perry, manager of the Free 
Labor Bureau, has filed his report for 
the month of May in the office of the 
City Clerk. During that month 704 
laborers were ordered, 686 males and 18 
females. The bureau sent out 667 males 
and 14 females, a total of 681, 


Want a Sidewalk. 

Property-owners on Ottawa’ street 
between Georgia Bell and Figueroa 
streets, have petitioned the City Coun- 
cil to order a four-foot cement sidewalk 
along both sides of that street, except 
in such places as a walk has already 
been laid and accepted by the city.

A BOOM SUIT. 


STATE LOAN AND TRUST COMPANY 
REVIVES OLD CHARGES. 


Bondsmen of 8S. B. Hunt, the Old- 
time Secretary of the BDank—Side- 
lights to Be Thrown on Banking 
Operations in the Boom Time, 


A trial that promises some interesting 
featus*s began yesterday in Depart- 
ment Five before Judge Shaw and a 
jury. The title of the suit is the State 
Loan and Trust Company against W. 
G. Cockran, John Bryson, Sr., H. J. 
Woollacott and Sarah E. Hunt, and it 
is strongly reminiscent of the boom 
days, when people stood in line over 
night in order to have an early chance 
for bidding on a new townsite, and 
when as much as $1000 was offered to 
the man first in line for his place, and 
the offer was refused. 

The present action is to recover $25,- 
000 from the defendants, save Sarah E. 
Hunt, who is not included in the suit, 
as bondsmen of Samuel B. Hunt, who 
was secretary of the bank in the olden 
days. Mr. Woollacott, who is now presi- 
dent of the bank, was a director at the 
time that Hunt was secretary, as were 
also Bryson and Dr. Cockran, the latter 
being Hunt's brother-in-law. 

The bylaws of the bank provide for 
an executive committee of five, that 
has charge and supervision of all loans. 
It is alleged that on October 2, 1889, 
Hunt took the money of the bank with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the 
committee, and contrary to law, and 
loaned to the South Rialto Land and 
Water Company the sum of $19,688.30, 
and then in writing personally guar- 
anteed the payment of the note. At 
that time Hunt was treasurer of the 
Rialto company, and owner of about 
one-third of the capital stock. It is al- 
leged that he was largely indebted to 
the company for money due and assess- 
ments owing on stock, and. that the 
money he loaned the company was 
really for his own benefit and use, and 
the loan was a mere sham and subter- 
fuge. On April 18, 1890, Hunt renewed 
the note, adding the interest, and the 
Rialto company signed a new note for 
$20,000. At the time this loan was made 
it is alleged the Rialto company was 
insolvent, and that Hunt also was in- 
solvent and remained so until he died 
on December 11, 1890. 

Dr. W. G. Cockran was appointed ad- 
ministrator of Hunt’s estate and wound 
it up. Cockran was elected president 
of the Rialto company, and made cer- 
tain payments to the bank on account 
of the note, in lands and bonds, taken 
by the bank at the figures which were 
then agreed upon between the plaintiff 
and the Rialto eompany, as follows: 
March 14, 1894, $395; January 31, 1535, 
by lands and bonds, $20,800. The bank 
also presented an account against 
Hunt's estate, and Cockran, as admin- 
istrator, paid on Aecember 2, 1895, the 
sum of $719.25. and later a further sum 
of $262.49. That was all received, but 


the bank claims there is still an out-. 


standing indebtedness of $6335.38 on 
that one transaction. 

Then, on April 19, 1890, it is also al- 
leged that Hunt loaned himself $17,090, 
placing as security certain stocks which 
were insufficient to satisfy the loan. 
Prior to his death he authorized the 
bank to sell 680 shares of State Loan 
and Trust stock deposited, and as a re- 
sult $10,836 was credited on the loan. 
Later the administrator of Hunt's es- 
tate paid $723.47, and there yet remains 
due on this deal, according to the 
bank’s figuring, $5622.26. 

On the same date in April it is 
charged that another sum of $5900 was 
loaned by Hunt to himself, he placing 
among the assets a note of Birch & 
Bole and certain stock. After Hurt’s 
death the court allowed these to be 
sold, and they were Knocked down for 
$5. A claim was put in against Hunt's 
estate, and there was paid, in August, 
1895, $499.50, and on December 28, 1495, 
$177.22, leaving yet outstanding, $6200.22. 

The other amounts charged up 
against Hunt are small by compari- 
son. On July 11, 1889, he loaned J. W. 
Douglass, it is claimed, $1290, taking a 
mortgage on certain lots in the Ivan- 
hoe tract as security. While this loan 
was ostensibly to Douglass, the bank 
alleges that it was made really to Hunt 
himself, and the security was whoily 
inadequate. The real estate was sold 
by Hunt for $500, which the bank got, 
but there remains due $1544.67. 

On January 11, 1890, a certificate of 
deposit was issued by Hunt, it is 
claimed, to J. R. Boal for $4766.66 when 
ag a matter of fact he had no account 
with the bank at all. Boal deposited 
the certificate with the First Nationa! 
Bank, and that institution drew the 
money from the State Loan and Trust 
Company. At that time, it is alleged, 
Boal was insolvent, and he gut the 
money in behalf of and for the benefit 
of Hunt. The administrator of Hunt’s 
estate on this transaction turned -over 
the equity in certain bonds amounting 
to $2738.55, and paid a sum of $387.94, 
but there yet remains an indebtedness 
of $1682.90. 

The last of these alleged transactions 
was in November, 1889, when Hunt re- 
ceived $1000 from John Gower and stuck 
it down in his jeans instead of turning 
it over to the bank, and in November 
of the following year Hunt loaned him- 
self $1411.41. Later, $197.40 was received 
from Hunt's estate, leaving yet due the 
sum of $1849.14. 

That these transactions could be car- 
ried on the books of the bank with ut 
the offictals having knowledg? of them 
is denied for the answer ma? to the 
allegations of the plaintiff institution. 
It is further alleged that Hunt did not 
die insolvent, but that his estate was 
valued -at about {6¢,(00. 

trial of the case will, it is antic- 


| 


ipated, take about a week. Charles H. 
McFarland, Esq.. represents the plain- 
tiff, while J. W. McKinley is repre- 
senting the interes‘s of Dr. Cockran, 
and Henry T. Gage, Faq., and Gibbon 
& Haistead those of John Mryson and 
H. J. Woollacott. 

A jury was obtained very quickly 
yesterday, and then Mr. MeFariand 
made the opening statement to the jury, 
it being an epitome of the chargced set 
forth, Mr. McKiniey, in outlining the 
position being taken by the sefense, 
was quite explicit, ani seemel to inci- 
cate a very interesting state of facts to 
be shown during the trial. 

“We shall meet the allegations of the 
plaintiff," said he, ‘and show that the 
fact is that when the State Loan and 
Trust Company was organized a very 
large sum of money was on hand for 
the purpose of making loans: that 
Samuel B. Hunt, under the direction of 
the officers of the bank, and George H. 
Bonebrake, its president, went into 
that bank as cashier; that the officers 
of the bank were all exceedingly anx- 
lous that the moneys of the bank 
should be loaned out, so they would 
be earning interest, and Mr. Hunt 
made the commercial loans of the bank, 
he being in charge of that matter 
rather particularly; and that the presi- 
dent of the bank and the other offi- 
cers and directors were thoroughly ta- 
miliar with what was going on in the 
bank; that every transaction with 
which he had any connection appeared 
at once upon the books of the bank as 
scon as it occurred; that it was with 
the full knowledge of the officers of 
the bank that these loans were made, 
and that ‘the renewals were made at 
the desire of the officers of the bank, 
and that they were anxious that these 
loans should be continued: that instead 
of being insolvent at that time Mr. 
Hunt was in perfectly solvent circum- 
stances; that the South Rialto Land 
and Water Company was a company 
into whose treasury about $190.000 had 
just been paid; that Mr. Hunt was not 
indebted to the South Rialto Land and 
Water Company either on assessments 
or anything else, but that his stock had 
all been paid for. The the other per- 
sons whose notes were given were solv- 
ent; that the securities were far in 
excess of the obligations which Mr. 
Hunt § assumed; that the bank 
was very glad to have Mr. 
Hunt assume those obligations 
and very giad to have the loans made 
to him. That with regard to the 
South Rialto Land and Water Company 
it had contracts with, if they had 
been fulfilled by George H. Bonebrake, 
the president of the State Loan and 
Trust Company, would have made the 
stockholders of the South Rialto Land 
and Water Company a large sum of 
money, and that the stock of the South 
Rialto Land and Water Company was 
made worthless by the action of these 
parties who are now pushing and 
urging this suit. That this case has 
been allowed to drag on for all these 
years, that interest has been accumu. 
lating: that they seek to take advan- 
tage of the depreciation of securities 
which it is a matter of almost common 
knowledge, has been going on for the 
last few years and which we shall show 
occurred as time progressed; that the 
bank has suffered no damage whatever 
from the action of Mr. Hunt, but now 
seeks to recover profit upon profit in 
this case; that the efforts to collect 
from these bondsmen at this time is 
one of those peculiar financial efforts 
and manipulations with which the 
president of this bank at the time Mr. 
Hunt was cashier, is so familiar; that 
he has worked a situation by which 
after purchasing some $200,000 worth of 
stock from the parties who had it at 
a time after it is claimed this loss 
occurred, he now seeks to increase the 
value of his stock by a judgment in 
this case against the parties from 
whom he purchased most of the stock 
upon the bond which they gave for 
Mr. Hunt. 

“You mean Mr. Bonebrake?” inter- 
rupted Mr. Gage. 

“I mean Maj. George H. Bonebrake,” 
was the reply. 

“T didn't know he was on trial,” re- 
marked Mr. McFarland. 

“He will be on trial before we get 
through with this case.”” remarked 
Mr. McKinley. “We shall show you 
all of the circumstances connected 
with this matter. We shall show you 
that the estate of Samuel B. Hunt 
was solvent at the time of his death: 
that the transactions have been proper;

BIG BOARD BILL. 


De Turk Asked to Convey a Lot and 
Call it Square. 

A rather odd suit ig on trial before 
Judge Van Dyke, wherefa M. 8S. Har- 
tenstein is seeking to compel J. G. de 
Turk to enforce the terms of a verbal 
contract, which, however, Mr. de Turk 
altogether repudiates. 

The plaintiff claims that there was 
coming to him for work, labor and 


services between September 12, 1889, 
and February 20, 1893, the sum of $410, 
and the further sum of $1020 for board- 
ing, washing and lodging supplied to 
Mr. de Turk, he living with the plain- 
tiff’s family. 

About February 20, 1893, De Turk 
promised and agreed verbally, so the 
plaintiff claims, that in consideration 
of the indebtedness and in payment 
of it, that if the plaintiff would con- 
tinue to furnish him with board, lodg- 
ing, washing and mending, and con- 
tinue working for him for a reasonable 
time, he would make a deed of convey- 
ance to the lot at the northeast corner 
of South Pearl street and West Eighth 
street, giving it to the plaintiff’ free 
and clear of all incumbrances. That 
was very satisfactory and things drifted 
along until August 30, 1896, the plaintiff 
continuing to give De Turk board and 
lodging, as well as personal service. 

When the verbal contract was 
entered into, it was agreed that the 
plaintiff should enter into possession of 
the lot, and he did so and commenced 
to build a house about Fehruary 20, 
1893. It was completed about May 20, 
of the same year, when plaintiff and 
his faimly went to live in the new 
house. Since then Hartenstein claims 
to have made valuable improvements 
by grading, placing walks and fences, 
planting ornamental trees. all of which 
he alleges are worth $525. 

About December 4, 1894, the plaintiff 
discovered that De Turk had placed 
@ mortgage upon the lot. Hatenstein 
had heard rumors to this effect, and 
upon looking up the records at the 
Courthouse, found that in very fact a 
mortgage had been plastered upon the 
property which he had regariled as 
virtually his own. The mortzage cov- 
ered this and other properties, and was 
given to secure a promissory note for 
$6000. Upon being charged with want 
of faith, De Turk offered the excuse 
that he was in hard fix and had to 
raise money by mortgaging tne place. 
Matters drifted along again until last 
year, when Hartenstein tendered to De 
Turk a deed to the premises in proper 
form ready for his signature, and de- 
manded that he sign and acknowledge 
it, and that in order that it be recorded 
to the plaintiff that he release the lot 
from the lien of the mortgage. But De 
Turk refused to do anything of the 
kind and, so far, remained master cf 
the situation. 

Hartenstein was out, so he claimed, 
$420 for services, and for board, lodg- 
ing and mending $1050, while the lot 
was and is worth about $2990. The 
difference in the two amounts is made 
up by the plaintiff claiming $500 as 
damages. To wipe out all of this in- 
debtedness the court is being asked to 
enforce observance of the verbal con- 


tract, and that De Turk be made to 


sell and convey the premises to the 
plaintiff; and that, furthermore, that 
De Turk be made to account for such 
incumbrances as he may have placed 
upon the property, and relieve the 
premises from such incumbrances, or 
pay as damages a sum suificient for 
the plaintiff to do so. 

When the defense opens today, how- 
ever, they hope to show that there 
never was any verbal agreement what- 
sover; that the lot on Pearl street was 
and is De Turk’s; that the built the 
house upon it and allowed Hartenstein 
to occupy it as tenant at will; that ne 
does owe about $590 for boar] and lode- 


ing. and that there his indebtedness 

ends. 

ONE MORE ATTEMPT. 

Vaidez Continues to Pine for Hid 
Young Bride. 

Brigido Valdez, the 63-year-old 

Mexican, who wished to obtain a 


license on Tuesday to marry 14-year-old 
Dolores Alvarez, was not disheartened 
by the refusal he met with. Yesterday 
morning he was around bright and 
early with Attorney Ladd, of habeas 
corpus fame. The attorney wanted 
to know just what Cupid Kutz desired, 
The father was there, he said, ready 
to swear that his girl was 16 years 
old, and what more could be demanded, 
Having no luck in pursuading the re- 
eruiting officer at matrimonial station, 
Ladd retired with the father of the 
girl, and joined a coterie of paisanos, 
who was outside trying to console 
the would-be husband. 

By and by Ladd returned with the 
written statement of the father that 
his daughter Dolores was 16 years of 
age last March; the signature to the 
statement having been witnessed by 
Ladd and ihs law partner. But Cupid 
was immovable, and again the attorney 
had to retire for a ocurbstone consul- 
tation with his client. Back he came 
again, and he proceeded to quote law 
to the effect that a girl at 15 years 
of age, for purposes of marriage, had 
reached the age of consent; that this 
was a case of a girl being an ol@ 
man's darling. and that any way the 
couple were living together and the 
girl had a Daby. 

County Clerk Newlin was calied to 
illumine the situation with words of 
wisdom, but he stroked the fbdided 
wings of Cupid by saying no licenses 
should issue unless the girl's age could 
be distinctly shown by the certificate 
of the priest. The father of the girl, 
the only person who had the right to 
dogmatize on the matter, had shown 
himself hopelessly ignorant of his 
daughter's age, and unless a certificate 
of birth was forthcoming no license 
should issue. That was Mr. Newlin’s 
ultimatum. 

“Can such things he?” uttered Attor- 
ney Ladd, sorrowfully. “And must £ 
mandamus the clerk in order to get & 
marriage license for my client?” 

“Yes, and you'd better be quick about 
it.” some one remarked, “or maybe 
someone will swear out a complaint 
against you for rape, on your own Con- 
fession.”

A SENSATIONAL ECHO. 


Suit Filed Which May Result in Re- 
hearing the Spencer Case. 

A suit was begun yesterday which 
is an echo of the litigation in Spencer 
against Spencer, which was of sensa- 
tional interest about a year ago. The 
present action is instituted by Frank 
M. Kelsey, the Public Administrator, 
as the administrator of the estate of 
Ambrose H. Spencer, deceased, against 
Anna P. Spencer, Orange E. Dickey, T. 
L. Stiles, Emma R. Lamme, E. R. 
Nichols and Charles J. Shepard. 

This suit is similar in all respects to 
the former one, which was brought by 
the assignee of the heirs of A. H. 
Spencer, deceased, against his widow, 
for the purpose of setting aside certain 
conveyances made to her by the de- 
ceased in his lifetime. One of the 
points of law made by the defendant in 
the former action was that the heirs 
of A. H. Spencer possessed no assign- 
able interest in his property, and there- 
fore the plaintiff in that action could 
not maintain it. The suit filed yester- 
day by the Public Administrator is for 
the purpose of anticipating a decision 
in favor of the defendant in the former 
suit which is now in the Supreme Court 
on appeal. If that tribunal should hold 
with the defendant that the heirs of 
A. H. Spencer possessed no assignable 
interest in his property, then the plain- 
tiff in the present action as the admin- 
istrator of the deceased would be in @ 
position to protect the rights of the 
heirs through the administration as 
amply as they themselves could do. 

In brief the suit just brought is a 
precautionary measure and it is un- 
likely that any immediate steps will be 
taken by the plaintiff in the matter.

ONE THING AT A TIME. 

Senator Lodge has wisely decided 
not to press his Hawaiian annexation 
proposition as a. amendment to the 
War Revenue Bill. The two meas- 
ures, though related to each other, 
are essentially different in character, 
Mmvolving different questions, and 
should not be tied arbitrarily together 
The War Revenue Bill is, or should 
be, what its title indicates, a revenue 
measure, pure and simple. It should 
not be loaded down with extraneous 
issues. To fasten upon it an amend- 
ment for the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands would be to prolong 
the debate indefinitely and needlessly. 
What is most needed at the present 
time is prompt action on the revenue 
bill, and anything which tends to de- 
lay such action is mischievous and 
against sound public policy. The 
friends of annexation cannot reason- 
ably hope, and should not attempt, to 
secure favorable action upon their 
proposition by attaching it to a bill 
which must be passed if the war is 
to go on. Such an attempt, if made 
seriously, would savor of trickery, 
and would not only defeat “itself in 
the end, but would render the chances 
of annexation less than they are as 
the case now stands. 

The question of annexing the Ha- 
waiian Islands to the territory of the 
United States is an issue of very 
great importance.

A BIG WHEAT DEAL. | 

What is doubtless the most remark- 
able wheat deal ever made was closed 
on Tuesday, when Joseph Leiter 
brought his transaction to an end. 
This young man, not long out of col- 
lege, was regarded as easy prey to the 
old-time speculators, when he started 
this gigantic operation, but they soon 
foind that they had a hard nut to 
crack. The result of this deal to 
Leiter was a profit, up to date, of 
$4,500,000, with cash wheat on hand 
of 6,000,000 bushels. The deal lasted 
fourteen months, so that the specu- 
lator’s average daily profit for that 
period was about $10,710. 

While it may be said that specu- 
lating in the staff of life is objection- 
able, there is something to be. al- 
leged in favor of this young king of 
the wheat-pit. He did not buy op- 
tions, but bought the wheat, and re- 
quired its delivery. Also, incidentally, 
it is estimated that the transaction 
resulted in a profit to American 
wheat-raisers of $200,000,000, to Amer- 
ican -eorn-producers of — $200,000,000, 
to American oat-producers of $70,000,- 
000, and to American railroads « of 
$50,000,000, a total profit of $524,500,- 
000. 

While young Leiter had no experi- 
ence in the speculative field, it should 
not be forgotten that he had $30,000 - 
000 behind him; also that the war 
with Spain came at a very opportune 
moment for him, adding 75 cents a 
bushel to the price of wheat. 

The Leiter wheat deal will go into 
history as the biggest tfansaction of 
the kind on record, up to date, and 
it will probably be many years be- 
fore such another successful opera- 
tion of equal magnitude is chronicled. 
For one who makes a succebs in this 
line, there are a score who burn 
their fingers, as some of the shrewdesit 
capitalists of California have discov- 
ered, to their cost. 


AS TO FIRE HOSE. 

The recent disastrous fire on Los 
Angeles street seems to have demon- 
Strated that some of the hose,  pur- 
chased after a long and acrimonious 
discussion, was just what it was de- 
clared to be at the time, not fit for 
use. It will be recalled that the hose 
contract, instead of being given to 
the best bidder, all things considered, 
was divided up so as to give all the 
bidders a slice of the “pie,” a most 
indefensible act, and one that has 
caused a loss of. tens of thousands of 
dollars to taxpayers and to insur- 
ance companies. In buying fire hose 
the best is never none too good, for 
a weak section may cause ten times 
more loss in money value than would 
serve to buy a supply of hose for the 
city for the next twenty years, and

SECOND CONCERT. 


Yaaye, Gerardy and Lachaume Score 
Another Triumph. 

Another matchless programme was 
played by MM. Ysaye, Gerardy and 
Lachaume last evening at their second 
concert at Simpson Tabernacle. The 
audience was moderately large, and 
fully as enthusiastic as on the first 
night, storms of applause and four or 
five recalls following each number. 
The playing of the great musicians 
throughout the evening was character- 
ized by the same perfection of tone and 
rarest beauty of phrasing and shading 
that has won them their recognized 
positions as leaders in the musical 
world. The programme was opened 
with the Mendelssohn “Trio in D 
minor, which was very nearly spoiled 
through the rudeness of late comers 
too dense to comprehend that there 
might be some relation between’ the 
movements whose beauty might be 
marred if the interveningy pauses were 
too prolonged. The musicians waited 
with wonderful patience for the trailers 
to pile in and find their seats, embrac- 
ing the intervals of quiet to proceed 
with the trio. Each movement was glo- 
riously played—the brilliant molto al- 
legro, the dreamy, poetic andante, the 
scherzo, with its piquant yet tender 
conversation between the ‘cello and 
violin, and the splendid finale. 

Gerardy’s first solo, the St. Saens 
concerto, op. 33, gave the fullest oppor- 
tunity for the display of his marvelous 
dexterity and perfect accuracy of stop- 
ping, sonority of tone and exquisite 
fineness of phrasing, and the applause 
thundered forth in rounds upon rounds 
at the close. The noble “Third Con- 
certo” (St. Saens) was given a masterly 
interpretation at the hands of Ysaye, 
one word—perfection—summing up the 
playing of each movement. Ysaye’s 
other solo, the “Faust Fantasie” 
(Wieniawski) won him another ovation, 
and Gerardy’s solos, Pergolese’s ‘‘Aria 
di tre Giorni,” and a wild Hungarian 
rhapsody by Popper, were followed by 
an outburst that was only satisfied 
when the artist returned with his in- 
strument and played a Chopin noc- 
turne. Lachaume’s brilliant rendering 
of the “Scherzo in B Minor” (Chopin) 


-was also followed by an insistent en- 


core. The programme was closed with 
@ magnificent rendering of the finale 
from “Trio in C Minor” (Mendelssohn.) 

The last opportunity to hear these 
great artists this season, and perhaps 
the last ever to hear them in ensemble 


again, will be this afternoon at 3 
o'clock.

CONVICTS ESCAPE.

MUTINY IN THE PENITENTIARY AT 
FORT LEAVENWORTH. 


Prisoners Overpower the Guards 
and Make for the Woods—Farm. 
ere and Citizens in Hot Pursuit. 
The Leader Shot. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.,) June 1.— 
At the United States Penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth this morning a mu- 
tiny broke out among the convicts, 
fifteen of them escaping. After a lively 
chase one of them, James Musgrove, a 
Territory outlaw, was shot down. The 
others escaped. Musgrove led the out- 
break. 

Eighty convicts, escorted by eight 
guards, had been marched to the stock- 
ade, where a large force of men was 
at work. There the convicts were di- 
vided into two squads, and left in 
charge of two guards, the other six 
going to their respective towers. In- 
stantly the convicts overpowered and 
disarmed the two lone guards, and, 
compelling them to march ahead of 
them as a protection against the guns 
of the towers, got outside. 

When the first tower was reached 

Guard King was also overpowered and 
made to act as a protector. Some of 
the convicts who had not been let into 
the plans of the mutiny, were taken 
by surprise, and while they marched 
to the gate, refused to leave. Some 
others who went out returned of their 
own account. 
The fifteen who escaped made a dash 
for the woods, keeping well together. 
Musgrove, who led the convicts, finally 
became separated from the rest, and 
was surrounded by the pursuing 
guards. Just as he was levelling a gun 
stolen from one of the guards at one 
of his pursuers, he was shot from be- 
hind and fatally wounded. 

A reward has been offered for the 
other prisoners, and a small army of 
citizens and farmers are chasing them 
through the woods. All those at liberty 
are bad men. Many of them were Ter- 
ritorial outlaws.

WAR BUARD’S POLICY. 


CLEAR-CUT STATEMENT OF ITS 
PURPOSES AND METHODS, 


Conditions Under Which Its Indorse« 
ment May Be Obtained—Does not 
Undertake to Interfere With 
Other Projects — Notice to the 
Public. 


A meeting of the War Board, com- 
posed of Gen. Otis, John F. Francis, J, 
D. Koepfli, J. R. Newberry and J. 8S. 
Slauson, was held last evening at 
which the following statement was 
unanimously adopted:. 
Notice to the Public 

Borrd, 

“In order to correct possible misap-< 
prehension in the public mind and to 
have the attitude of the War Boarg 
clearly and correctly understcod, & 
publishes the following statement: 

“First—The War Board is a creation 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, by whom it was ap- 
pointed. Its purpose is 
moneys contributed by merchants and 
other business men and citizens, and to 
disburse the same for the benefit of 
the soldiers sent out from the city of 
Los Angeles. 

“Second—The board will aid benefit 
concerts and other enterprises organ- 
ized for the raising of money for this 
purpose when the character and man- 
agement of such enterprises warrant 
the board’s approval, and not other- 
wise. At the same time the board 
does not undertake to interfere in 
any way with other enterprises having 
the same object in view, nor does it 
claim the control of any moneys raised 
in such manner, but where it lends its 
indorsement to a project of any kind 
intended to raise money for our 
soldiers, it will exercise its right to ex- 
clusively handle the contributions so 
obtained, and disburse them as nearly 
as possible in compliance with the 
expressed wishes of the donors. 

‘“‘Where donorsinstruct that their con- 
tributions shall be disbursed in any 
particular direction, whether for Los 
Angeles troops or not, their wishes will 
be scrupulously respected. 

“Finally, it has been decided by the 
board that the most precious, econ- 
omical and effective use of the con- 
tributions which may be placed in its 
handsitto create therewith regimental, 
company or battery funds, for the 
benefits of the troops in the field, the 
moneys so contributed to be used under 
the direction of the commanding offi- 
cer for the benefit of their men, in ac~- 
cordance with the well-known and well- 
established practice in the army. Regi. 
mental and company funds are con- 
trolled and disbursed under authority 
of law, and thus contributors are as- 
sured that their donations will be put 
to the best possible use, and not wasted 
or misapplied.

A PARTIAL BENEFIT. 
Authorized Statement Clearly Shows 


Its Character. 
The chairman of the committee of 


the Ladies of the Maccabees, having. 


in charge a so-called “benefit” enter- 
tainment, has addressed to The Times 
a letter explaining the arrangements 
for the benefit. It appears that the 
entertainment was projected originally 
by a lady who makes her living by get- 
ting up benefits, and that her propo- 
sition to manage the affair for 60 per 
cent. of the net receipts was accepted 
by the Maccabees. Later, the Mac- 
cabees generously voted to give their 
share of the proceeds to the soldiers 
and their families, and the promoter 
and manager of the benefit agreed to 
take one-third instead of one-half of 
the net receipts. The entertainment 
is being advertised as a “benefit to the 
volunteers,” and strenuous efforts have 
been made to obtain free and favorable 
notices in The Times upon assurances 
that the affair was not analagous to 
“Califia,” and that the benefit was 
straight and genuine. 

The statement made by the chairman 
of the committee shows clearly that 
the “benefit” falls within the category 
of entertainments primarily arranged 
for the private profit of promoters. 

It is a business enterprise that should 
stand upon its merits, and as a “bene- 
fit’”” The Times declines to commend or 
to publish any free notice represent- 
ing it to be a “benefit for the voluny 
teers,” as advertised. The rule here- 
tofore stated in explicit terms will be 
adhered to. The news columns of The 
Times are not at the disposal of mana- 
gers or “press agents” of enterprises 
that purport to be conducted for the 
benefit of the soldiers or of charita- 
ble institutions, and include the fea- 
ture of a commission or “rake-oft” 
for private profit.

RICHARDS IMBROGLIO. 


FAMILY SKELETON AIRED IN THE 
POLICE COURT. 


Mra. Richards Only Talked to Her 
Husband and i Disturbed His 
Peace—Did She Commit a Pablic 
Offense? 


Did Mrs. Ada Richards disturb the 
peace of her husband, J. R. Richards? 

This question has been propounded to 
Justice Owens, and he has stored it 
away in his think tank for a few days. 
What the outcome will be remains to 
be seen, but not a few persons who 
heard the testimony yesterday after- 
noon were willing to gamble that the 
Vivaciousdefendant would be acquitted. 

Richards, the complaining witness, 
told his tale of woe to the court, the 
burden of which was that his wife, 
from whom he is now seeking a divorce. 
has been making life miserable fer him, 
lo! these many years. On the evening 
of May 25 she accosted him in frant of 
the Nadeau Hotel, followed him into 
the hotel office and talked to him for 
two hours and a half: He tried to 
break away from her and go to his 
room, but she would not let him escape. 
Furthermore, she used violent and 
abusive language, reflecting on his ma- 
ternal ancestry, and saying other un- 
kind things which greatly disturbed 
his peace of mind. Finally he called a 
policeman, into whose custody he gave 
her, and he followed up the arrest by 
filing a complaint against her for dis- 
turbing the peace. 

Gen. Jonnstone Jones, counsel for the 
defendant, .put Richards through a 
rather severe cross-examination, and 
elicited some admissions that were not 
altogether flattering to that worthy. 

Night Clerk Graybill of the Nadeau 
Hotel testified to overhearing part of 
the conversation between Richards and 
wife, but he did not hear any improper 
language. The only remarkable thing 
he noted Was that Mrs. Richards told 
her husband she could place no confi- 
dence in his promises, and she insisted 
on accompanying him to his room. 

Officer Matuszkiewiz, who made the 
arrest, testified that he did not hear 
any boisterous or unseemly conversa- 
tion on the part of the defendant, fur- 
ther than that she persisted in follow- 
ing her husband around and talking to 
him, notwithstanding the fact that 
Richards seemed exceedingly anxious 
to break away from her. aiuszkiewiz 
thrice refused to place the woman un- 
der arrest at the request of Richards 
and Col. Chase, manager of the Nadeau 
Hotel. He finaily did so only on advice 
of Deputy District Attorney Willis, 
whom Richards called up by telephone. 

It developed during the examination 
that Mr. Willis is acting as attorney 
for Richards in his divorce suit, in 
which he asks a decree on the grounds 
of extreme cruelty. 

After Dr. D. W. Edelman, Tom 
Barnes, L. Behymer and several other 
witnesses had testified to Mrs. Rich- 
ards’s good character, the defendant 
herself went on the stand and proved 
herself by far the most interesting wit- 
ness of the day. The sharp thrusts she 
gave her husband while reeling off her 
story made him leok anything but 
comfortable, and explained to some ex- 
tent why he felt disturbed when she 
talked to him two hours and a half on 
the evening of May 25. 

Mrs. Richards emphatically denied 
that she applied any vile epithets to 
him, or made any dire threats. She 
said divorce papers had been served on 
her that afternoon, and her interview 
with him in the evening was for the 
purpose of getting him to consent to 


delay. the proceedings until after her 


retarn from Omaha, where she had a 
business engagement. She had her 
transportation all arranged for, and 
was under bond ito do certain work at 
Omaha, so it was not eonvenient for 
her to remain here to attend to a di- 
vorce suit.

A dispatch from Tacoma says: 


“Japanese papers state that the tea 
industry is surely declining in several 
districts, owing largely to the increase 
of expenses attendant upon tea manu- 


facture. 

“Estimates for the cost of picking, 
firing, etc., amount this year to 8.70 yen 
per 30 kemamme, compared with 6.45 
yen last year. Skilled labor is found to 
be higher throughout the districts than 
ever before, because of the greatly in- 

-creased cost of living. 

“The Central Tea Dealers’ Guild of 
Japan received cablegrams from New 
York on April 22 stating that the tea 
market prospects there were rendered 
very unpromising by the outbreak of 
the Spanish war. 

“The cuild then sent circulars to tea 
dealers throughout Japan urging that 
the most stringent rules be adopted in 
manufacturing and shipping tea to this 
country, which constitutes Japan's best 
market. 

“The tea-growers are considerably 
disheartened. The last season was a 
poor one, the Japanese market being 
greatly overstocked after June 15, pre- 
vious to which shipments were un- 
usually large, because the United 
States was expected to collect a duty 
on tea after July 1.”

WAITING FOR RESURRECTION. 


Shop-lifting Cases Relegated to the 
Limbo of Dead Things. 

The Massey-Bebiesheimer shoplift- 
ing cases are still sleeping the sleep 
that apparently knows no waking, in 
Justice Owens’s court. No recent effort 
has been made to resurrect them, al- 
though it is now nearly seven months 
since the*arrests were made, and more 
than $1000 worth of stolen goods re- 
covered by the detectives. Plunder 
identified as coming from a dozen dif- 
ferent stores is being ‘held as evidence, 
and the owners’ chances of ever hav- 
ing it returned to them in merchaut- 
able shape“are growing beautifully less 
as the moths are getting in their work. 

In the early spasmodic efforts to 
bring the defendants, Mrs. Massey and 
Mrs. Bebiesheimer, to trial, the ex- 
cuse for delay was that their counsel 
were busy with other cases in the Su- 
perior Court. Then the Police Court 
muddle came up, and the excuse was 
made that it would be poor policy to 
try such important cases while. the 
validity of the Police Court was in 
doubt. But the status of the VDolice 
Court has been settled long ago, and 
yet the Massey-Bebiesheimer shop- 
lifting cases hang fire. 

The defendants have influential 
friends who have left no stone un- 
turned to get the cases seitticd out of 
court, and it begins to lovk as though 
these efforts had about succeeded in 
having the cases re‘egated to the limbo 
of dead things. At least, they ure 
already on the so-called “dead list” 
kept by the bailiff of the court. 

It was different in the case of old 
man Evans, who was detected as an 
adept shopliftersome weeks ago. He was 
less fortunate in his choice cf coun- 
sel, and the matter of securinz bail. 
The result was that he was given a 
speedy trial and is now serving a 
180-days’ sentence for petty larceny 
in the City Jail.

Massey and Mrs. Sebiesheimer are 
innocent of the charge, as they eilegce, 
they do not demani an instant irial 
and forever clear themse2ives of the 
stigma attaching to their names since 
several trunkfulls of stolen goods were 
found in their possession.

SUSPECTED MURDERER ESCAPES 
FROM TAE OFFICERS. 


At the Three Sessions of the W.C.T.U.

He was apparently willing to accompany 
the officers, and on the way out told them 
that he lived on the San Fernando road, 
but did not give his name. Arrived at the 
laundry, Sheriff Clement went in to look 
through the trunk and other effects of 
the Chinaman and ascertain if any money 
could be found sec:et+sd,in the trunks. 

The suspect was left in the carriage. As 
Aguirre stepped from the carriage, the

An Exciting Struggle With a Mon- 

ster Tuna. 

AVALON (Catalina Island,) June 1.—[{Reg- 
ular Correspondence.} The attention and 
interest of visitors and residents here are 
about evenly divided between the Spanish 
war and the tuna catches, and when a 
particularly fine specimen of this fish is 
brought in the war is forgotten. 

At 3:30 o'clock this morning Prof. C. F.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


BATTERY D EXULTANT OVER THE 
PROSPECT OF ACTIVE SERVICE, 


Systematic Training in Handling 
the Big Guns That Protect the 
Harbor — Unfounded Apprehen- 
sions of a Mexican Invasion, 
Charged With Assault. 


SAN DIEGO, June i1.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] The men of Battery D, Third 
Artillery, are much pleased with the news 
received today, to the effect that they are 
slated for the next expedition to the Phil- 
ippines. For some time past, Capt. 
Humphreys and his officers and men have 
believed it possible that they would be or- 
dered to the Far East, on account of the 
readiness with which the entire regiment 
can be handled. Seven of the batteries of 
this regiment are already at San Francisco, 
maintaining the harbor defenses, and the 
San Diego battery can easily and quickly 
join them. 

The men guarding the fortifications here 
will be much missed by San Diego. They 
are the crack shots of the Coast, so deter- 
mined by big gun practice at Fort Point. 
Battery D on this occasion carried off the 


honors, and it was hoped by the San 
Diego people that the men would be Tre- 
tained here. But while Capt. Humphreys 


has been anxious, with his men, to go to 
the front, he has not been idle while here. 
The big guns here have all been placed 
under his immediate supervision, and every- 
thing will be found in readiness whenever 
their successors come. These successors are 
expected to be a battery of the Seventh 
Artillery, now at Fort McHenry, Md. 

eut. Meyler, Corps of Engineer, 
U.S.A., has received orders to build the 
fourth big gun emplacement at Ballast 
Point, by day’s work, but orders for actual 
work are not yet here. It is likely, how- 
ever, that considerable work will have been 
done before the end of June. This em- 
placement will be adjoining the three 
others, all commanding the narrowest part 
of the harbor mouth, where ships must pass 
within a few hundred yards of the guns. 
Continuous practice is kept up in handling 
these guns, inspecting the disappearing car- 
riages, etc., and everything except actual 
firing is done to keep the men and guns 
ready for fighting. 

In addition to the building of the new 
emplacement, much work is ‘being done on 
the government reservation on Point 
Loma, adjoining Ballast Point, in the way 
of constructing magazines, barracks, stables, 
lookouts, ete. The magazine for storing 
dynamite and other high explosives is be- 
ing built near the quarantine station, over 
a mile from the Ballast Point guns, ‘n or- 
der to prevent premature explosion, from 
concussion. 

HOW MEXICANS STAND. 

Stray rumors have floated about since the 
beginning of the war, to the effect that if 
the Mexicans below the line saw a favor- 
able opportunity they would, organize and 
make a raid across the border, to sack 
the towns, and do all the injury possible 
to Americans. This rumor has served to 
send a few nervous women into hysteri- 
cal frenzies of fear, and it permeated the 
ranks of the men to the extent that the 
minute men were organized principally to 
defend the city against some possible raid. 
But so far as can be learned, the danger 
from this source is less than may be ex- 
pected from a Spanish revival of the lost 
Ships ef Manila. 

The Mexicans below the line are too poor 
to arm and equip themselves, and, secondly, 
the majority of them are in sympathy with 
the United States. In Mexico the cry of 
“Cuba libre!’’ is heard oftener than in 
the United States. The riots at San Luis 
Potosi and other cities, where Mexicans got 
in and mobbed Spaniards for holding meet- 
ings to raise funds to carry on the Cuban 
war, are signs of the Mexican sentiment. 
Intelligent Mexicans have memories reach- 


ing back into the history of their own 
country. They remember the story of 
Spain’s bloodthirstiness and savagery in 


Mexico. 

An instance of the feeling in Lower Cali- 
fornia is shown by the conduct of affairs 
by Gov. Agustin Sangines. He. has pri- 
vately expressed himself strongly in favor 


‘of the Americans in their fight for the 


Cubans. Officially, he refrains from taking 
sides, and has issued a decree warning peo- 
ple not to congregate and discuss the war. 
While Mexicans, amon whum may be a 
few Spaniards, discuss the war quietly, any 
loud or boisterous talking is unknown. Peo- 
ple coming here from Ensenada declare 
that nine out of ten Mexicans are in favor 
of the United States, and manifest their 
feeling in such a way as to preclude the 
idea eof deception, 

It has also been learned here, through 
Ensenada parties, that a number of ad- 
venturous Mexicans, some of them with ex- 
cellent military training and records, have 
offered their swords to the United States. 
And it is regarded, from the replies re- 
ceived from Washington, that the chance 
of their being called upon are good, on ac- 
count of the valuable services these officers 
might give through their knowledge o 
Spanish and the Spanish character. . 

CAVANAUGH’S TRIAL. 

Dan Cavanaugh, better known as “Speck, 
the Newsboy,” is on trial for criminal as- 
sault, his victim being Mrs. Markham, a 
lady 60 years of age. Cavanaugh has 
changed wonderfully in the past two years, 
now having a short beard and being al- 
most destitute of the boyishness that made 
him conspicuous on the streets. a 

It is alleged that Cavanaugh attacked 
Mrs. Markham on the night before Christ- 
mas, last year. Mrs. Markham was on her 
way home, about 10 o'clock at night, and 
was followed by a young man, who, catch- 
ing up with her at a lonely corner’ on 
Twelfth street, addresed her insultingly 
and then struck her down. Mrs. Markham 
was quite badly injured by three blows 
upon the face. Her assailant seemed to 
have had a stone or iron implement in his 
hand, which drew blood. He ran away 
quickly, but Mrs. Markham got a glimpse 
of him, and also saw his hair by aid of 
the street lamp. 

According to Mrs. Markham’s story, she 
was quite positive that Cavanaugh was her 
assailant. But on the witness stand’ yes- 
terday she was unable to positively identify 
him. Cavanaugh has red hair, and is badly 
freckled, but beyond these particulars Mrs. 
Markham’s description was not _ specific 
enough to point conclusively to Cavanaugh. 

One or two other women testified to hav- 
ing been followed on the same night, and 
they thought their pursuer was Cavanaugh, 
but could not be positive. It is regarded 
as likely that the jury will acquit the ex- 
newsboy, on account of this failure’ to 
positively identify him.

LONG BEACH. 


Application for a Second Saloon 
License Creates Excitement. 
LONG BEACH, June 1.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The town is agog over a new 
application for a saloon license. The ap- 
plicant is W. A. Mugrage. He presented his 
petition at a meeting of the City Trustees 
last Monday week, and it was referred to the 
Commit%e on Judiciary and Ordinances. 
At the next meeting of the City Trustees the 
committee did not submit any recommenda- 
tion, but Trustee E. L. Covert, the chair- 
man of the committee, said he had not had 
sufficient opportunity to investigate the 
petition. He moved that it be laid on the 
table. The motion prevailed unanimously. 
The application is for a license for a 
saloon at the southeast corner of Second 
street and Pacific avenue. It is signed by 
what is said to be a majority of the owners 
and residents within the block. The sec- 
tion of the liquor license ordinance provid- 
ing for applications for licenses says: 
“Every such application must be accom- 
panied by a tition signed by at least a 
majority of the residents of the city of 
ng Beach, residing or owning real prop- 
erty within the block where said proposed 
business is to be carried on, ceftifying to 
the responsibility and good character of the 
applicant or applicants, and requesting that 

said license be granted.’’ 

Superficially, the petitioner appears. to 
have complied with the ordinance, but it 
‘remains to be seen whether the board will 
grant the request. The full ard was 
chosen at the late city election. In the 
election campaign the question whether the 
town should be governed under a high 
license or a strictly anti-saloon policy was 
thoroughly discussed. After a bitter fight 
the high-license idea was triumphant. As 
a result the present license’ ordinance is 
now in force, and a single saloon license 
has been granted under it. 

Much of the support which the successful 
candidates for City Trustees received at the 
polls was from voters having strong tem- 
perance views, but who believed that there 
would be less liquor used and that the 
traffic could be better kept in restraint un- 
der a policy which permitted a_ saloon. 
But although these voters believe it is bet- 
ter to haVe one saloon, they do not think 
it best to have more than one. Realizing 
this fact, the City Trustees, according to 
a statement made by one of them today, 
are inclined not to grant the petition. It 
is said that an applicant for a license un- 
der the present ordinance might be able, if 
he complied with all the requirements, to 
force the board to issue a license to him. 
But the ordinance is flexible, and it is safe 
to say that an application which the board 
did not want to grant would not, in the 
minds of the Trustees, be presented in com- 
pliance with the technical requirements. 
It is not unlikely that the petition will re- 
main tabled for a long time. 

SCHOOL TRUSTEE. 

The election of a school trustee, which 
will take place Friday, is much talked of. 
Some of the Alamitos people are still work- 
ing against H. C. Dillon, because of the 
new school building in their part of the 
district being kept closed most of the year, 
for which closing they hold Mr. Dillon re- 
sponsible.
